EDUCATIONAL  LEGISLATION   OF    1913 

Prefatory  note.  The  Legislature  of  1913  has  enacted  a  num- 
ber of  laws  materially  affecting  educational  conditions  in  this 
State.  The  more  important  of  these  laws  are  included  herein  in 
full.    All  the  others  are  referred  to  by  title  and  chapter  number. 

Especial  attention  is  called  to  the  act  (L.  1913,  chap.  511)  ex- 
tending the  number  of  school  weeks  from  thirty-two  to  thirty- 
six,  and  requiring  the  school  term  in  all  common  school  districts 
to  begin  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  September,  and  to  the  act  (L.  191 3, 
chap.  627)  requiring  the  medical  inspection  of  all  pupils  in 
public  sch®ols.  Provision  is  made  by  Laws  of  1913,  chapter  129, 
for  the  consolidation  of  school  districts  by  vote  of  the  qualified 
electors  of  the  districts  to  be  consolidated.  In  such  case  the  con- 
solidated district  retains  the  apportionment  of  public  money 
made  to  the  districts  consolidated.  It  is  intended  to  authorize 
consolidation  by  vote  of  the  districts  rather  than  by  the  arbitrary 
act  of  a  district  superintendent  where  the  inhabitants  of  all  the 
districts  are  agreeable  to  the  change.  Other  acts  worthy  of 
notice  are  Laws  of  1913,  chapter  221,  authorizing  the  acquisition 
of  land  for  play  grounds,  athletic  fields  and  recreational  purposes, 
and  for  giving  instruction  in  agriculture,  and  also  materially  ex- 
tending the  use  of  school  buildings  outside  of  school  hours ;  Laws 
of  1913,  chapter  747,  providing  for  the  establishment  and  main- 
tenance of  part-time  and  continuation  schools,  additional  State 
aid  to  vocational  schools  and  the  employment  of  teachers  of  agri- 
culture for  the  entire  year;  Laws  of  1913,  chapter  748,  providing 
for  compulsory  school  attendance  of  pupils  between  the  ages  of 
14  and  16,  who  are  employed  under  employment  certificates  in 
part-time  or  continuation  schools,  where  instruction  may  be  ob- 
tained in  subjects  supplemental  to  the  work  in  which  they  are 
employed. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  act  is  the  State  college  scholarship 
law,  which  provides  for  twenty  college  scholarships  in  each  of 
the  150  assembly  districts,  five  to  be  awarded  each  year  to  stu-

dents  who  have  earned  college  entrance  diplomas  in  examina- 
tions conducted  under  the  supervision  of  the  Regents  of  the 
University.  These  scholarships  entitle  the  holder  to  one  hun- 
dred dollars  a  year  for  four  years  to  aid  in  the  completion  of  a 
college  education  in  any  college  in  this  State. 

Explanatory  notes  are  prefixed  to  each  act  pointing  out  the 
essential  features  thereof,  and  stating  generally  its  purpose  and 
effect.  We  have  also  referred  to  a  number  of  general  and  local 
acts,  affecting  educational  matters,  by  chapter  number  and  title. 
The  text  of  these  acts  may  be  found  in  the  Session  Laws  of  1913. 

SCHOLARSHIPS    FOR    THE    AID    OF    STUDENTS    IN 

COLLEGES 

Explanatory  note.  This  law  provides  for  the  award  of  five 
scholarships  annually  to  pupils  in  the  schools  of  the  State  who 
become  entitled  to  college  entrance  diplomas  upon  Regents 
examinations.  Not  more  than  twenty  scholarships  shall  be  in 
existence  at  one  time  awarded  to  pupils  in  each  assembly  dis- 
trict, so  that  the  total  number  of  State  scholarships  may  not 
exceed  three  thousand  at  one  time.  This  maximum  may  be 
reached  at  the  end  of  four  years.  The  awards  are  to  be  made 
from  lists  prepared  by  the  Commissioner  of  Education  for  the  sev- 
eral counties  of  the  State.  Those  pupils  earning  college  entrance 
diplomas  will  be  placed  upon  such  lists,  in  the  order  of  their 
merit,  as  shown  by  the  average  standing  of  the  pupils  upon  the 
examinations  in  the  several  subjects  on  which  such  diplomas 
were  issued.  The  selections  or  awards  are  to  be  made  in  August 
of  each  year  based  upon  diplomas  earned  during  the  preceding 
school  year.  The  Regents  are  required  to  make  rules  governing 
such  scholarships.  The  Commissioner  of  Education  is  required 
to  issue  scholarship  certificates  to  the  students  entitled  to  them. 
Such  certificate  entitles  the  person  receiving  it  to  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  dollars  each  year  for  a  period  of  four  years,  to  be 
applied  in  payment  of  the  expenses  incurred  in  obtaining  a  col- 
lege education  in  any  college  in  this  State  authorized  to  confer 
college  degrees.  The  Regents  rules  may  prescribe  the  conditions 
under  which  such  payment  may  be  made  direct  to  the  college 
attended  by  the  holder  of  the  certificate.  The  certificate  may  be 
revoked  by  the  Commissioner  of  Education  for  cause  deemed 
by  him  sufficient.

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Laws  of  1 91 3,  chapter  292.  An  act  to  amend  the  Education  Law, 
relative  to  the  estabhshment  of  scholarships  for  the  aid  of 
students  in  colleges. 

In  effect  August  i,  1913. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  i  Article  3  of  chapter  140  of  the  Laws  of  1910, 
entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  Education  Law,  generally,"  is 
hereby  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following  new 
sections,  to  be  known  as  sections  70,  71,  72,  73,  74,  75,  76  and  yy, 
and  to  read  as  follows : 

§  70  State  scholarships  established,  i  State  scholarships  are 
hereby  established  in  the  several  counties  of  the  State,  to  be 
maintained  by  the  State  and  awarded  as  provided  by  this  act. 

2  Five  such  scholarships  shall  be  awarded  each  county  an- 
nually for  each  assembly  district  therein. 

3  Each  such  scholarship  shall  entitle  the  holder  thereof  to  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  year  which  he  is  in  attend- 
ance upon  an  approved  college  in  this  State  during  a  period  of 
four  years,  to  be  paid  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  such  holder  as  here- 
inafter provided,  and  out  of  a  fund  which  is  hereinafter  created. 

§  71  Scholarship  fund  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  I  The  scholarship  fund  of  the  University  of  the  State  of 
New  York  is  hereby  created.     Such  fund  shall  consist : 

a  Of  all  money  appropriated  therefor  by  the  Legislature ; 

h  Of  all  money  and  property  hereafter  received  by  the  State, 
the  Regents  of  the  University  or  the  Commissioner  of  Education 
by  gift,  grant,  devise  or  bequest  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
funds  for  the  payment  of  such  scholarships  and  of  all  income  or 
revenue  derived  from  any  trust  created  for  such  purpose. 

2  Such  fund  shall  be  kept  separate  and  distinct  from  the  other 
State  funds  by  the  State  Treasurer,  and  payment  shall  be  made 
therefrom  to  the  persons  entitled  thereto  in  the  same  manner  as 
from  other  State  funds,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  this  act. 

3  Whenever  any  such  gift,  grant,  devise  or  bequest  shall  have 
been  made  or  any  trust  shall  have  been  created  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  funds  for  such  scholarships,  the  incomes  or  revenues 
derived  therefrom  shall  be  applied  in  maintaining  scholarships  in 
.addition  to  those  to  be  maintained  by  appropriations  made  by  the 
State  Legislature,  as  provided  herein,  and  no  part  of  such  income 
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or  revenue  shall  be  applied  for  the  maintenance  of  State  scholar- 
ships hereinbefore  established  for  each  county.  Such  additional 
scholarships  shall  be  equitably  apportioned  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Education  among  the  several  counties,  unless  it  be  provided  in 
the  will,  deed  or  other  instrument  making  such  gift,  grant,-  devise 
or  bequest,  or  creating  such  trust,  that  the  incomes  or  revenues 
derived  therefrom  be  applied  to  the  establishment  and  main- 
tenance of  additional  scholarships  in  a  specified  county. 

§  72  Regents  to  make  rules.  The  Regents  shall  make  rules 
governing  the  award  of  such  scholarships,  the  issuance  and  can- 
celation of  certificates  entitling  persons  to  the  benefits  thereof, 
the  use  of  such  scholarships  by  the  persons  entitled  thereto,  and 
the  rights  and  duties  of  such  State  scholars,  and  the  colleges 
which  they  attend,  in  respect  to  such  scholarships,  and  providing 
generally  for  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act.  Such 
rules  shall  be  in  conformity  with  this  act  and  shall  have  the  force 
and  effect  of  a  statute. 

§  73  List  of  candidates,  award  of  scholarships,  i  The  Com- 
missioner of  Education  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  for  each 
county  of  the  State,  annually,  during  the  month  of  August,  from 
the  records  of  the  Education  Department,  a  list  of  the  names  of 
all  pupils  residing  therein  who  became  entitled  to  college 
entrance  diplomas  under  Regents  rules,  during  the  preceding 
school  year.  Such  list  shall  also  show  the  average  standing  of 
the  pupils  in  the  several  subjects  on  which  each  of  such  diplomas 
was  issued. 

2  The  Commissioner  of  Education  shall  also  cause  the  names 
of  all  pupils  on  the  foregoing  lists  of  the  several  counties,  who 
are  not  appointed  to  scholarships  in  the  county  of  their  residence, 
to  be  arranged  upon  a  State  list  in  the  order  of  their  merit,  as 
shown  by  their  average  standings  on  the  several  county  lists, 
from  which  unclaimed  vacant  scholarships  shall  be  filled  as  here- 
inafter provided. 

3  The  scholarships  to  which  each  county  is  entitled  shall  be 
awarded  by  the  Commissioner  of  Education  annually  in  the 
month  of  August  to  those  pupils  residing  therein  who  became 
entitled  to  college  entrance  diplomas,  under  Regents  rules,  dur- 
ing the  preceding  school  year  and  in  the  order  of  their  merit 
as  shown  by  the  list  prepared  as  provided  in  subdivision  i  of  this 
section. 

4  In  case  a  pupil  who  is  entitled  to  a  scholarship  shall  fail  to 
apply  for  such  scholarship  within  thirty  days  after  being  notified 
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that  he  is  entitled  thereto  or  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  rules  of 
the  Regents  as  to  such  scholarships  and  the  same  shall  have  been 
revoked  or  canceled  on  account  thereof,  or,  if  for  any  other  rea- 
son such  scholarship  shall  become  vacant,  then  the  pupil  stand- 
ing next  highest  to  those  pupils  on  such  list  for  such  county  who 
have  received  scholarships,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  appoint- 
ment to  such  vacant  scholarship. 

5  In  case  a  scholarship  belonging  to  a  county  shall  not  be 
claimed  by  a  resident  of  such  county  or  if  there  be  no  resident  of 
the  county  entitled  to  appointment  to  the  vacant  scholarship  in 
such  county,  the  Commissioner  of  Education  shall  fill  such 
vacancy  by  appointing  from  the  State  list  the  person  entitled  to 
such  vacancy  as  provided  in  subdivision  2  of  this  section. 

6  The  Commissioner  of  Education  shall  cause  such  person  en- 
titled to  receive  appointment  to  a  scholarship  to  be  notified  of  his 
rights  thereto  and  of  his  forfeiture  of  such  rights  by  failure  to 
make  the  application  for  such  scholarship  required  under  section 
74  of  this  act. 

§  74  Issuance  of  scholarship  certificate.  Upon  the  applica- 
tion of  a  pupil  duly  notified  of  his  right  to  a  scholarship,  the  Com- 
missioner of  Education  shall  issue  to  such  pupil  a  scholarship 
certificate.  Such  application  and  such  certificate  shall  be  in  the 
form  prescribed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Education  and  such  cer- 
tificate shall  specify  the  college  for  which  it  is  valid.  Said  Com- 
missioner may  also  require  such  additional  statements  and  infor- 
mation to  accompany  such  application  as  he  may  deem  necessary. 

§  75  Effect  of  certificate;  payments  thereon.  The  certificate 
issued  as  provided  in  the  preceding  section  shall  entitle  the  per- 
son named  therein  to  receive  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  each 
year  for  a  period  of  four  years  to  aid  such  person  in  the  comple- 
tion of  a  college  education.  Such  sum  shall  be  paid  by  the  State 
Treasurer  in  two  equal  payments,  one  on  October  first  and  the 
other  on  March  first  out  of  the  scholarship  fund  of  the  University 
of  the  State  of  New  York,  upon  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller 
issued  with  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner .  of  Education. 
Such  approval  shall  be  given  upon  vouchers  or  other  evidence 
showing  that  the  person  named  therein  is  entitled  to  receive  the 
sum  specified,  either  directly  or  for  his  or  her  benefit.  The  rules 
of  the  Regents  may  prescribe  conditions  under  which  payments 
may  be  made  direct  to  the  college  attended  by  the  person  named 
in  such  certificate,  in  behalf  and  for  the  benefit  of  such  person. 
(Thus  amended  by  L.  1913,  ch.  437.) 
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§  76  Revocation  of  scholarship.  If  a  person  holding  a  State 
scholarship  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  rules  of  the  Regents  in 
respect  to  the  use  of  such  scholarship,  or  shall  fail  to  observe  the 
rules,  regulations  or  conditions  prescribed  or  imposed  by  such 
college  on  students  therein,  or  shall  for  any  reason  be  expelled 
or  suspended  from  such  college,  or  shall  absent  himself  therefrom 
without  leave,  the  Commissioner  of  Education  may,  upon  evi- 
dence of  such  fact  deemed  by  him  sufhcient,  make  an  order  under 
the  seal  of  the  Education  Department  revoking  such  scholarship 
and  thereupon  such  scholarship  shall  become  vacant  and  the  per- 
son holding  such  scholarship  shall  not  thereafter  be  entitled  to 
further  payment  or  benefits  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  and 
the  vacancy  caused  thereby  shall  be  filled  as  provided  in  section 
73  of  this  act. 

§  yy  Limitation  as  to  number  of  scholarships;  courses  of 
study.  At  no  time  shall  there  be  more  than  twenty  scholarships 
established  and  maintained  for  each  assembly  district  and  at  no 
time  shall  there  be  more  than  three  thousand  such  scholarships 
so  established  and  maintained  for  the  entire  State  not  including 
scholarships  maintained  from  the  revenues  or  income  of  trust 
funds,  or  gifts,  devises  or  bequests  created  or  made  as  provided 
in  this  act  for  the  maintenance  of  such  scholarships.  A  person 
entitled  to  such  scholarship  shall  not  be  restricted  as  to  the 
choice  of  the  college  which  he  desires  to  attend,  or  the  course  of 
study  which  he  proposes  to  pursue ;  provided  that  no  such 
scholarship  shall  include  professional  instruction  in  law,  medi- 
cine, dentistry,  veterinary  medicine  or  theology,  except  so  far  as 
such  instruction  is  within  a  regularly  prescribed  course  of  study 
leading  to  a  degree  other  than  in  the  above  named  professions ; 
and  provided  further,  that  the  college  selected  by  the  person 
entitled  to  such  scholarship  is  situated  within  the  State  of  New 
York,  and  is  incorporated  as  a  college  and  authorized  under  the 
laws  of  this  State  and  the  rules  of  the  Regents  of  the  University 
to  confer  degrees. 

§  2     This  act  shall  take  effect  August  i,  1913. 

CONSOLIDATION  OF,  SCHOOL  DISTRICTS  BY  VOTE 
OF  DISTRICT  MEETING 

Explanatory  note.  The  following  act  provides  for  the  consoli- 
dation of  school  districts  by  vote  of  the  qualified  electors  of  such 
districts.     If  all  such  districts  are  common  school  districts  the 
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consolidated  district  becomes  a  common  school  district,  but  if 
one  of  them  is  a  union  free  school  district,  the  consolidated  dis- 
trict becomes  a  union  free  school  district.  The  procedure  out- 
lined by  the  statute  must  be  carefully  followed.  The  order  of  the 
district  superintendent  creating  the  consolidated  district  has  the 
same  effect  as  an  order  establishing  a  new  district.  If  it  is 
created  as  a  union  free  school  district,  one  of  the  districts  con- 
solidated being  such  a  district,  the  board  of  education  of  the  for- 
mer union  free  school  district  becomes  the  board  of  the  new  dis- 
trict and  the  terms  of  the  trustees  of  the  common  school  districts 
which  are  brought  into  the  new  district  are  terminated. 

It  will  be  noted  that  this  law  preserves  the  district  quotas  ap- 
portioned to  districts  consolidated,  and  the  total  amount  will  be 
applicable  to  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  teachers  employed  in 
the  schools  of  the  new  district.  The  intent  is  to  leave  to  the  dis- 
tricts the  determination  of  the  question  of  consolidation.  The 
district  superintendents  still  retain  the  power  to  dissolve  dis- 
tricts and  annex  the  territory  thereof  to  adjoining  districts.  But 
it  is  suggested  that  the  districts  be  given  full  opportunity  to  exer- 
cise the  privileges  conferred  by  this  law,  before  summary  action 
be  taken  for  the  purpose  of  compelling  consolidation  and  annexa- 
tion of  districts  whose  inhabitants  are  opposed  thereto.  District 
superintendents  will  be  expected  to  exercise  the  power  of  dissolu- 
tion and  annexation  only  when  the  educational  welfare  and 
necessities  of  a  community  clearly  require  such  action. 


Laws  of  1913,  chapter  129.  An  act  to  amend  the  Education  Law, 
relative  to  the  consolidation  of  districts  by  a  vote  of  a  district 
meeting. 

In  effect  March  25,   1913. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Neiv  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  folloivs : 

Section  i  Article  5  of  chapter  21  of  the  Laws  of  1909,  entitled 
"An  act  relating  to  education,  constituting  chapter  16  of  the  con- 
solidated laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  140  of  the  Laws  of  1910, 
is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  therein  new  sections  to  be  known 
as  sections  130,  131,  132,  133  and  134,  to  read  as  follows: 

§  130  Consolidation  of  districts  by  vote  of  qualified  electors. 
Two  or  more  common  school  districts  may  be  consolidated  and 
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created  as  one  common  school  district,  *of  two  or  more  union 
free  school  districts  may  be  consolidated  and  created  as  one 
union  free  school  district,  or  one  or  more  common  school  districts 
may  be  consolidated  with  one  or  more  union  free  school  districts 
and  created  as  a  union  free  school  district,  by  a  vote  of  the  quali- 
fied 'electors  thereof  as  provided  in  the  following  sections : 

§  131  Request  for  meeting  to  consolidate  districts;  notices  of 
meeting,  i  Whenever  ten  or  more  of  the  qualified  electors  of 
each  of  two  or  more  districts  shall  sign  a  request  for  a  meeting  to 
be  held  for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether  such  districts 
shall  be  consolidated  as  a  common  school  district,  and  submit  the 
same  to  the  trustees  or  board  of  education  of  each  of  such  dis- 
tricts, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  trustees  or  board  of  education 
to  give  public  notice  that  a  meeting  of  the  qualified  electors  of 
such  districts  will  be  held  at  some  convenient  place  within  such 
districts,  as  centrally  located  as  may  be,  to  vote  upon  the  ques- 
tion of  consolidating  such  districts.  Such  notice  shall  specify 
the  day  and  hour  when  such  meeting  shall  be  held,  not  less  than 
twenty  nor  more  than  thirty  days  after  the  posting,  service  or 
publication  of  such  notice.  If  the  trustees  or  board  of  education 
shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  give  such  notice  within  twenty  days 
after  such  request  is  submitted  the  Commissioner  of  Education 
may  authorize  and  direct  any  qualified  elector  of  the  district  to 
give  such  notice.- 

2  If  any  part  of  either  of  such  districts  is  situated  wholly  or 
partly  within  an  incorporated  village  in  which  one  or  more  news- 
papers are  published,  such  notice  shall  be  published  once  in  each 
week  for  three  consecutive  weeks  before  such  meeting  in  all  the 
newspapers  published  in  such  village,  and  shall  also  be  posted 
at  least  twenty  days  prior  to  such  meeting,  in  at  least  five  con- 
spicuous places  in  each  district.  In  all  other  districts  the  trustees 
or  board  of  education  of  each  district  shall  authorize  and  direct 
a  qualified  elector  thereof  to  notify  each  qualified  elector  of  such 
district  of  such  meeting  by  delivering  to  him  a  copy  of  such 
notice,  or  in  case  of  his  absence  from  home,  by  leaving  a  copy 
thereof,  or  so  much  thereof  as  relates  to  the  time,  place  and 
object  of  the  meeting,  at  the  place  of  his  abode,  at  least  twenty 
days  prior  to  the  time  of  such  meeting. 

3  The  reasonable  expense  of  the  publication  and  service  of 
such  notice  shall  be  chargeable  upon  the  districts,  if  the  vote  be

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in  favor  of  consolidation,  and  if  not,  shall  be  paid  by  the  persons 
signing  the  request  for  such  meeting  as  provided  by  section  144. 

§  132  Proceedings  at  meeting  for  consolidation;  adoption  of 
resolution;  proceedings  to  be  filed.  Such  meeting  shall  be  or- 
ganized as  provided  in  section  145.  If  there  are  at  least  ten 
qualified  electors  of  each  of  the  two  or  more  districts  joining 
in  such  request,  present  at  such  meeting,  such  meeting  may 
adopt  a  resolution  to  consolidate  such  districts.  The  vote  upon 
such  resolution  shall  be  by  taking  and  recording  the  ayes  and 
noes.  The  clerk  shall  keep  a  poll  list  upon  which  shall  be 
recorded  the  names  of  all  qualified  electors  voting  upon  the  reso- 
lution, the  districts  in  which  such  electors  reside,  and  how  each 
elector  voted.  If  it  shall  appear  from  the  votes  so  recorded  that  a 
majority  of  the  qualified  electors  present  and  voting  from  each 
district  are  in  favor  of  such  resolution  it  shall  be  declared 
adopted.  If  a  majority  of  the  qualified  electors  present  and  vot- 
ing from  each  district  are  not  in  favor  of  such  resolution,  all  fur- 
ther proceedings  at  such  meeting,  except  a  motion  to  reconsider 
or  adjourn  shall  be  dispensed  with  and  no  such  meeting  shall  be 
again  called  within  one  year  thereafter. 

Copies  of  such  request,  notice  of  meeting,  order  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Education  directing  a  qualified  elector  to  call  such 
meeting,  if  any,  and  the  minutes  of  the  meeting,  including  the 
record  of  the  vote  upon  the  resolution,  duly  certified  by  the  chair- 
man and  clerk,  shall  be  transmitted  by  either  the  chairman  or 
clerk,  one  to  the  Commissioner  of  Education,  and  one  to  the  dis- 
trict superintendent  of  schools  in  whose  jurisdiction  such  dis- 
tricts are  located. 

§  133  Order  creating  consolidated  district;  effect.  The  dis- 
trict superintendent  shall  thereupon  issue  an  order  consolidating 
such  districts  and  creating  a  common  school  district,  or  union 
free  school  district,  as  the  case  may  be,  designating  such  dis- 
trict by  number.  Such  order  shall  take  effect  at  some  date  to  be 
specified  therein,  not  more  than  three  months  after  the  date  of 
the  meeting.  He  shall  file  such  order  in  the  town  clerk's  office 
of  the  town  in  which  such  districts  are  located.  If  such  districts 
are  located  in  two  or  more  supervisory  districts  such  order  shall 
be  executed  jointly  by  the  district  superintendents  of  such  dis- 
tricts. Such  order  shall  have  the  same  effect  as  an  order  exe- 
cuted by  a  district  superintendent  dissolving  two  or  more  com- 
mon school  districts  and  forming  a  new  district  therefrom,  or 
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dissolving  one  or  more  of  such  districts  and  uniting  the  territory 
thereof  to  a  union  free  school  district.  But  a  district  superintend- 
ent may,  upon  a  petition  of  at  least  twenty-five  qualified  electors 
of  the  consolidated  district,  where  one  of  the  districts  consoli- 
dated is  a  union  free  school  district,  or  shall,  when  directed  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Education,  direct  the  clerk  of  the  board  of 
education  of  such  union  free  school  district  to  call  a  special  meet- 
ing of  the  qualified  electors  thereof,  for  the  purpose  of  increasing 
the  number  of  members  of  the  board  of  education  of  such  nev\ 
district,  subject  to  the  limitations  prescribed  by  section  308  of 
this  chapter,  or  for  the  purpose  of  terminating  the  offices  of  the 
members  of  the  board  of  education  in  office  when  the  consolida- 
tion takes  effect.  If  it  be  determined  to  increase  the  number  of 
such  members,  such  meeting  shall  elect  the  additional  number 
so  determined  upon,  as  provided  in  such  section  308.  If  it  be 
determined  to  elect  a  new  board  of  education  in  place  of  the 
board  in  office  when  the  consolidation  takes  effect,  such  meeting 
shall  proceed  with  the  election  of  a  board  of  education  as  pro- 
vided in  sections  301  and  302  of  this  chapter. 

§  134  District  quotas  of  consolidated  districts.  There  shall 
be  apportioned  and  paid  to  the  district  created  by  the  consolida- 
tion of  districts  as  provided  in  section  132  of  this  article  district 
quotas  for  each  of  the  districts  consolidated  in  the  same  amount 
and  under  the  same  conditions  as  though  such  consolidation  had 
not  been  effected.  Such  apportionment  shall  be  based  upon  the 
assessed  valuation  of  the  taxable  property  within  such  districts 
as  they  existed  at  the  time  of  the  consolidation,  and  the  trustees 
or  board  of  education  of  the  consolidated  district  shall  include  in 
their  report  a  statement  of  such  assessed  valuation. 

§  2  Section  133  of  such  chapter  as  amended  by  said  chapter 
140  of  the  Laws  of  1910  is  hereby  renumbered  section  134-a,  and 
amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  134-a  The  bonded  indebtedness  of  certain  dissolved  districts. 
Whenever  two  or  more  districts  are  dissolved  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  section  128  of  this  article  and  annexed  to  adjoining 
districts  or  consolidated  as  provided  in  section  132,  the  bonded 
indebtedness  of  any  such  district  shall  thereupon  become  a 
charge  upon  the  enlarged  district  formed  by  such  annexation. 
The  board  of  education  or  trustees  of  such  district  shall  raise  by 
tax  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  any  of  the  bonds  and  interest 
thereof  of  such  district  as  the  same  shall  become  due. 
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§  3  Sections  190,  195  and  225  of  such  chapter  as  amended  by 
chapter  140  of  the  Laws  of  1910,  are  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

§  190  Notice  of  first  meeting  of  district.  Whenever  any  school 
district  shall  be  formed,  or  two  or  more  common  school  districts 
are  consolidated  as  provided  in  section  132  the  district  superin- 
tendent of  schools,  or  any  one  or  more  of  such  district  superin- 
tendents within  whose  districts  it  may  be,  shall  prepare  a  notice 
describing  such  district,  and  appointing  a  time  and  place  for  the 
first  district  meeting,  and  deliver  such  notice  to  a  taxable  inhabit- 
ant of  the  district. 

§  195  Annual  meetings  of  districts  reformed  after  dissolu- 
tion. The  districts  formed  by  the  dissolution  of  a  union  free 
school  district,  as  provided  in  sections  146  and  147  of  this  chap- 
ter shall  hold  their  annual  meetings  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  May 
next  after  the  dissolution  of  such  union  free  school  district,  and 
shall  elect  officers  as  now  required  by  law. 

§  225  Terms  of  officers  of  newly  created  district.  The  terms 
of  all  officers  elected  at  the  first  meeting  of  a  newly  created  dis- 
trict shall  expire  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  May  next  thereafter. 

§  4  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

TEMPORARY   SCHOOLS    FOR   ACCOMMODATION    OF 

CHILDREN  AND  ADULTS  RESIDING  IN  CAMPS 

ESTABLISHED   NEAR   PUBLIC   WORKS 

Explanatory  note.  Where  camps  or  other  places  of  temporary 
habitation  are  established  for  the  accommodation  of  persons  em- 
ployed upon  public  works  being  constructed  by  the  State  or  a 
municipality,  it  is  desirable  to  provide  schools  for  the  instruction 
of  adults  and  their  children,  while  living  at  such  camps  or  places. 
Such  schools  should  not  be  supported  by  the  districts  in  which 
such  camps  or  places  are  situated,  but  the  expense  should  be 
borne  by  the  State,  or  the  municipality  for  which  the  works  are 
being  constructed.  This  law  provides  for  the  establishment  of 
temporary  districts  by  the  district  superintendents  of  schools 
of  the  supervisory  districts  in  which  such  camps  or  places  of 
habitation  are  located.  The  schools  are  to  be  maintained  in  ac- 
cordance with  regulations  adopted  by  the  Commissioner  of  Edu- 
cation. A  district  quota  of  $125  will  be  apportioned  to  each  dis- 
trict. The  district  is  to  be  organized  and  controlled  in  sub- 
stantially the  same  manner  as  other  school  districts,  except  that 
the  officers  are  appointed  by  the  district  superintendent. 
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Laws  of  1 91 3,  chapter  176.  An  act  to  amend  the  Education  Law, 
relative  to  the  estabHshment  and  maintenance  of  temporary 
schools  in  camps  and  other  places  of  temporary  habitation. 

In  effect  April  3,   1913. 
The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  i  Chapter  21  of  the  Laws  of  1909,  entitled  "An  act 
relating  to  education,  constituting  chapter  16  of  the  consolidated 
laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  140  of  the  Laws  of  1910,  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  therein  a  new  article  to.  be  known  as 
article  6-a,  and  to  read  as  follows : 

ARTICLE  6-A

Section  175  Establishment  of  temporary  school  districts 
176  Organization  of   districts;   officers

§  175  Establishment  of  temporary  school  districts.  Tem- 
porary school  districts  may  be  established  outside  of  cities  and 
union  free  school  districts  and  public  schools  shall  be  maintained 
therein  as  hereinafter  provided.  Such  districts  may  be  estab- 
lished whenever  any  considerable  number  of  persons*  shall  have 
been  congregated  in  camps  or  other  places  of  temporary  habita- 
tion, who  are  engaged  in  the  construction  of  public  works  by, 
or  under  contract  with,  the  State,  or  in  the  construction  of  public 
works  or  improvements  by  or  under  contract  with  any  munic- 
ipality. Such  temporary  districts  shall  be  established  by  order 
of  the  district  superintendent  of  schools  of  the  supervisory  dis- 
trict within  which  such  camps  or  other  places  of  temporary 
habitation  are  located,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Education.  Such  order  shall  be  filed  in  the  State 
Education  Department  and  if  the  public  works  or  improvements 
are  being  constructed  by  a  municipality,  a  copy  thereof  shall  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  officer  or  board  of  the  city  under  whose 
direction  they  are  being  constructed.  When  so  established  such 
districts  shall  be  entitled  to  share  in  the  apportionment  of  public 
money  as  in  the  case  of  other  school  districts,  except  that  each 
district  quota  shall  be  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars.    The 
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money  so  apportioned  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  dis- 
trict and  be  applied  in  the  payment  of  teachers'  salaries. 

§  176  Organization  of  districts;  officers.  Each  of  such  dis- 
tricts shall  have  a  trustee  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  district 
superintendent  of  schools,  and  a  district  clerk  and  treasurer  to  be 
appointed  by  the  trustee.  Each  of  such  officers  shall  serve  dur- 
ing the  continuance  of  the  camp  or  other  place  of  temporary 
habitation,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the  district  superintendent. 
The  treasurer  shall  give  a  bond  to  the  people  of  the  State,  in  an 
amount  to  be  determined  by  the  district  superintendent,  and 
v^ith  sureties  approved  by  him,  conditioned  for  the  proper  dis- 
bursement and  accounting  of  all  moneys  received  by  him  in  be-, 
half  of  such  district. 

§  177  Maintenance  of  schools;  teachers.  Such  schools  shall 
be  under  the  supervision  of  the  district  superintendent  and  shall 
be  maintained  pursuant  to  regulations  adopted  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Education.  They  shall  be  free  to  all  children  of  school 
age  residing  in  such  camps  and  other  places  of  temporary  habita- 
tion, and  also  to  all  adults  residing  therein.  They  shall  be  open 
at  such  hours  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  district  superintendent, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  of  Education.  The 
trustee  of  each  such  district  shall  employ  qualified  teachers  for 
the  school  therein,  for  such  term  and  at  such  rate  of  compensa- 
tion as  may  be  determined  upon  by  the  district  superintendent, 
w^ith  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  of  Education.  The  said 
trustees  shall  provide  suitable  building  or  rooms  for  such  school 
and  shall  require  the  same  to  be  kept  in  proper  condition  for 
the  maintenance  thereof,  and  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  equipped 
and  supplied  v^ith  all  necessary  books,  furniture,  apparatus  and 
appliances. 

§  178  Payment  of  expenses;  gifts  and  contributions.  The 
costs  and  expenses  of  maintaining  such  schools  in  temporary 
districts,  exclusive  of  the  amount  apportioned  thereto  out  of 
the  public  moneys,  shall  be  paid  in  such  districts  where  the  public 
works  are  being  constructed  by  the  State,  out  of  moneys  appro- 
priated for  such  purpose.  In  districts  where  public  works  or 
improvements  are  being  constructed  for  a  municipality,  sux:h 
costs  and  expenses  shall  be  a  charge  upon  such  municipality,  and 
shall  be  paid  out  of  funds  available  for  the  payment  of  the  cost  of 
construction  of  such  works  or  improvements. 

The  trustee  of  such  district  shall  prepare  an  estimate  of  the 
amount  of  probable   expenditures   for  the  maintenance  of  the 
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public  schools  in  such  district,  which  shall  include  a  statement 
of  the  amount  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  available  for  such 
maintenance,  the  amount  received  by  such  treasurer  from  gifts, 
contributions  and  other  sources,  and  the  amount  to  be  received 
from  the  public  school  moneys,  as  herein  provided,  and  shall 
also  state  the  amount  required  to  be  raised  for  such  school, 
specifying  the  items  thereof,  for  the  ensuing  school  year.  The 
form  of  such  estimate  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  district  super- 
intendent. In  the  districts  where  the  public  works  are  being 
constructed  by  a  municipality  the  said  estimate  shall  be  executed 
in  duplicate,  one  of  which  shall  be  filed  with  the  State  Education 
Department,  and  the  other  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
department  or  officer  of  the  municipality  under  whose  super- 
vision such  public  works  are  being  constructed.  Upon  the 
approval  of  such  estimates  by  the  State  Education  Department, 
notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to  the  said  department  or  officer  of 
the  municipality,  and  payment  of  the  amount  specified  in  such 
estimate  shall  be  made  to  the  treasurer  of  such  district.  The 
treasurer  shall  preserve  vouchers  of  all  payments  made  by  him 
on  account  of  the  school  in  his  district  and  shall  make  no  pay- 
ments for  purposes  not  provided  for  in  the  estimate,  nor  without 
the  order  of  the  trustee  of  the  district  accompanied  with  the 
necessary  vouchers. 

§  179  Regulations  of  Commissioner  of  Education.  The  Com- 
missioner of  Education  shall  make  regulations,  not  inconsistent 
herewith,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  schools  as  herein  provided,  and  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  into  effect  the  full  intent  of  this  article. 

§  2  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

ANNUAL     MEETINGS     IN     CERTAIN     UNION     FREE 
SCHOOL    DISTRICTS 

Laws   of    191 3,    chapter   440.      An   act   to   amend   the   Education 
Law,    in    relation    to    annual   meetings    of   school    districts. 

In  effect  May  i,   1913. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Nezu  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  i  Section  194  of  chapter  21  of  the  Laws  of  1909, 
entitled  "An  act  relating  to  education,  constituting  chapter  16 
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of  the  consolidated  laws,"  as  amended  by  chapters  140  and  442 
of  the  Laws  of  1910,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  194  Time  and  place  of  annual  meeting.  The  annual  meet- 
ing of  each  school  district  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of 
May  in  each  year, 'and,  unless  the  hour  and  place  thereof  shall 
have  been  fixed  by  a  vote  of  a  previous  district  meeting,  the  same 
shall  be  held  in  the  schoolhouse  at  7.30  o'clock  in  the  evening. 
If  a  district  possesses  more  than  one  schoolhouse,  it  shall  be 
held  in  the  one  usually  employed  for  that  purpose,  unless  the 
trustees  designate  another.  If  the  district  possesses  no  school- 
house,  or  if  the  schoolhouse  shall  not  be  accessible,  then  the 
annual  meeting  shall  be  held  at  such  place  as  a  trustee,  or,  if  there 
be  no  trustee,  the  clerk,  shall  designate  in  the  notice.  Provided, 
however,  that  in  union  free  school  districts  whose  limits  do  not 
correspond  with  those  of  an  incorporated  city  or  village,  and  in 
which  the  number  of  children  of  school  age  exceeds  three  hun- 
dred, as  shown  by  the  last  annual  report  of  the  board  of  educa- 
tion to  the  school  commissioner,  the  board  of  education  may  at 
any  regular  meeting,  by  resolution  duly  adopted  and  entered 
upon  its  minutes,  determine  that  the  annual  meeting  of  such 
union  free  school  district  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  in 
August ;  and  thereafter  until  such  determination  shall  be 
changed,  such  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday 
in  August  of  each  year ;  and  where  any  such  district  shall  have 
heretofore  or  hereafter  determined  that  the  election  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  board  of  education  shall  be  held  on  the  Wednesday 
next  following  the  day  designated  by  law  for  holding  the  annual 
meeting  of  such  district  as  provided  by  section  303  of  the  Educa- 
tion Law,  such  election  shall  be  held  at  the  time  so  determined 
until  such  determination  shall  be  changed. 

§  2  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

SCHOOL    GROUNDS    AND    BUILDINGS;    EXTENSION 
OF  USE  OF  BUILDINGS 

Explanatory  note.  This  law  authorizes  common  and  union 
free  school  districts  to  acquire  grounds  to  be  used  "  for  play- 
grounds, or  for  agricultural,  athletic  center  and  social  center 
purposes,"  and  to  raise  money  by  tax  for  the  purchase  of  such 
grounds,  and  "  to  purchase  such  implements,  apparatus  and 
supplies  as  may  be  necessary  to  provide  instruction  in  agricul- 
ture and  other  subjects,  and  for  the  organization  and  conduct  of 
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athletic,  playground  and  other  social  center  work."  Trustees  and 
boards  of  education  are  also  authorized  to  employ  persons  to 
supervise  and  conduct  athletic,  playground  and  social  center 
activities  when  authorized  by  a  district  meeting.  Regularly 
employed  teachers  may  be  paid  additional  compensation  for 
services  rendered  in  supervising  and  conducting  such  activities. 
The  law  amends  section  455  of  the  Education  Law  by 
materially  increasing  the  use  of  schoolhouses  and  grounds  out- 
side of  school  hours.  The  purposes  for  which  they  may  be  used 
are  specified.  Prior  to  the  amendment  the  use  was  limited  to 
educational  purposes.  Under  the. amendment  the  use  is  extended 
to  include  social,  civic  and  recreational  meetings  and  entertain- 
ments and  other  uses  pertaining  to  the  welfare  of  the  com- 
munity. The  meetings  held  must  be  open  to  the  public.  An 
admission  fee  may  not  be  charged,  unless  the  proceeds  are  to  be 
used  for  an  educational  or  charitable  purpose.  Under  the  section  as 
amended,  schoolrooms  may  not  be  used  by  a  religious  denomination, 
or  any  fraternal,  secret  or  other  exclusive  society  or  organization. 
The  use  for  political  meetings  and  polling  places  for  primaries  and 
election  is  permitted  when  authorized  by  a  vote  of  a  district 
meeting. 

Laws  of  1913,  chapter  221.  An  act  to  amend  the  Education 
Law,  relative  to  the  powers  of  voters  of  school  districts,  and 
extending  the  use  of  school  buildings. 

In  effect  April  5,  1913. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Nezv  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  i  Subdivisions  7  and  8  of  section  206  of  chapter  21  of 
the  Laws  of  1909,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  education,  con- 
stituting chapter  16  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  as  amended  by 
chapter  140  of  the  Laws  of  1910,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

7  To  designate  a  site  for  a  schoolhouse,  or  for  grounds  to  be 
used  for  playgrounds,  or  for  agricultural,  athletic  center  and 
social  center  purposes,  or,  with  the  consent  of  the  district  super- 
intendent of  schools  within  whose  district  the  school  district 
lies,  to  designate  sites  for  two  or  more  schoolhouses  for  the 
district.  Such  designation  of  a  site  for  a  schoolhouse,  or  for 
such  grounds,  can  be  made  only  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  dis- 
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trict,  duly  called  for  such  purpose  by  a  written  resolution  in 
which  the  proposed  site  shall  be  described  by  metes  and  bounds, 
and  which  resolution  must  receive  the  assent  of  a  majority  of 
the  qualified  voters  present  and  voting,  to  be  ascertained  by 
taking  and  recording  the  ayes  and  noes,  or  by  ballot. 

8  To  vote  a  tax  upon  the  taxable  property  of  the  district,  to 
purchase,  lease  and  improve  such  sites  or  an  addition  to  such 
sites  and  grounds  for  the  purposes  specified  in  the  preceding 
subdivision,  to  hire  or  purchase  rooms  or  buildings  for  school- 
rooms or  schoolhouses,  or  to  build  schoolhouses  ;  to  keep  in  repair 
and  furnish  the  same  with  necessary  fuel,  furniture  and  appurte- 
nances, and  to  purchase  such  implements,  apparatus  and  supplies 
as  may  be  necessary  to  provide  instruction  in  agriculture  and 
other  subjects,  and  for  the  organization  and  conduct  of  athletic, 
playground  and  other  social  center  work. 

§  2  Subdivisions  4,  8  and  18  of  section  275  of  the  said  chapter, 
as  so  amended  by  chapter  140  of  the  Laws  of  1910,  are  hereby 
further  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

4  To  purchase  or  lease  such  schoolhouse  sites  and  other 
grounds  to  be  used  for  playgrounds,  or  for  agriculture,  athletic 
center  and  social  center  purposes,  and  to  purchase  or  build  such 
schoolhouses,  as  a  district  meeting  may  authorize ;  to  hire  tem- 
porarily such  rooms  or  buildings  as  may  be  necessary  for  school 
purposes ;  and  to  purchase  such  implements,  supplies  and  appara- 
tus as  may  be  necessary  to  provide  instruction  in  agriculture, 
or  to  equip  and  maintain  playgrounds,  and  to  conduct  athletic 
and  social  center  activities  in  the  district,  when  authorized  by  a 
vote  of  a  district  meeting. 

8  To  contract  with  and  employ  as  many  legally  qualified 
teachers  as  the  schools  of  the  district  require ;  to  determine  the 
rate  of  compensation  and  the  term  of  the  employment  of  each 
teacher  and  to  determine  the  terms  of  school  to  be  held  during 
each  school  year,  and  to  employ  persons  to  supervise,  organize, 
conduct  and  maintain  athletic,  playground  and  social  center 
activities  when  they  are  authorized  by  a  vote  of  a  district  meet- 
ing as  provided  by  law.  The  regular  teachers  of  the  school  may 
be  employed  at  an  increased  compensation  or  otherwise,  and  by 
separate  agreement,  written  or  oral,  for  one  or  more  of  such 
purposes. 

18  To  expend  in  the  purchase  of  a  dictionary,  books,  maps, 
globes  or  other  school  apparatus,  including  implements,  appara- 
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tus  and  supplies  for  instruction  in  agriculture,  or  for  conducting 
athletic  playgrounds  and  social  center  activities,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  in  any  one  year,  without  a  vote 
of  the  district. 

§  3  Subdivisions  6  and  15  of  section  310  of  said  chapter,  as 
so  amended  by  said  chapter  140  of  the  Laws  of  1910,  are  hereby 
further  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

6  To  purchase  sites,  or  additions  thereto,  for  recreation 
grounds,  for  agricultural  purposes,  and  for  schoolhouses  for  the 
district,  when  designated  by  a  meeting  of  the  district;  and  to  con- 
struct such  schoolhouses  and  additions  thereto  as  may  be  so 
designated ;  to  purchase  furniture  and  apparatus  for  such  school- 
houses,  and  to  keep  the  furniture  and  apparatus  therein  in  repair; 
and,  when  authorized  by  such  meeting,  to  purchase  implements, 
supplies,  and  apparatus  for  agricultural,  athletic,  playground, 
and  social  center  purposes. 

15  To  contract  with  and  employ  such  persons  as  by  the  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter  are  qualified  teachers,  to  determine  the 
number  of  teachers  to  be  employed  in  the  several  departments  of 
instruction  in  said  school,  and  at  the  time  of  such  employment, 
to  make  and  deliver  to  each  teacher  a  written  contract  as  required 
by  section  561  of  this  chapter;  and  employ  such  persons  as  may 
be  necessary  to  supervise,  organize,  conduct  and  maintain 
athletic,  playground  and  social  center  activities,  or  for  any  one 
or  more  of  such  purposes.  The  regular  teachers  of  the  school 
may  be  employed  at  an  increased  compensation  or  otherwise, 
and  by  separate  agreement,  written  or  oral,  for  one  or  more  of 
such  purposes. 

§  4  Section  455  of  said  chapter,  as  so  amended  by  chapter  140 
of  the  Laws  of  1910,  is  hereby  further  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

§  455  Use  of  schoolhouse  and  grounds  out  of  school  hours. 
Schoolhouses  and  the  grounds  connected  therewith  and  all  prop- 
erty belonging  to  the  district  shall  be  in  the  custody  and  under 
the  control  and  supervision  of  the  trustees  or  board  of  education 
of  the  district.  The  trustees  or  board  of  education  may  adopt 
reasonable  regulations  for  the  use  of  such  schoolhouses,  grounds 
or  other  property,  when  not  in  use  for  school  purposes.  Such 
regulations  shall  not  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter 
and  shall  conform  to  the  purposes  and  intent  of  this  section  and 
shall  be  subject  to  review  on  appeal  to  the  Commissioner  of  Edu- 
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cation  as  provided  by  law.  The  trustees  or  board  of  education  of 
each  district  may,  subject  to  regulations  adopted  as  above  pro- 
vided, permit  the  use  of  the  schoolhouse  and  rooms  therein,  and 
the  grounds  and  other  property  of  the  district,  when  not  in  use 
for  school  purposes,  for  any  of  the  following  purposes : 

1  By  persons  assembling  therein  for  the  purpose  of  giving  and 
receiving  instruction  in  any  branch  of  education,  learning  or  the 
arts. 

2  For  public  library  purposes,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter,  or  as  stations  of  public  libraries. 

3  For  holding  social,  civic  and  recreational  meetings  and 
entertainments,  and  other  uses  pertaining  to  the  welfare  of  the 
community;  but  such  meetings,  entertainment  and  uses  shall  be 
nonexclusive  and  shall  be  open  to  the  general  public. 

4  For  meetings,  entertainments  and  occasions  where  admission 
fees  are  charged,  when  the  proceeds  thereof  are  to  be  expended 
for  an  educ.ational  or  charitable  purpose ;  but  such  use  shall  not 
be  permitted  if  such  meetings,  entertainments  and  occasions  are 
under  the  exclusive  control,  and  the  said  proceeds  are  to  be 
applied  for  the  benefit  of  a  society,  association  or  organization  of 
a  religious  sect  or  denomination,  or  of  a  fraternal,  secret  or  other 
exclusive  society  or  organization. 

5  For  polling  places  for  holding  primaries  and  elections,  and 
for  the  registration  of  voters,  and  for  holding  political  meetings. 
But  no  such  use  shall  be  permitted  unless  authorized  by  a  vote  of 
a  district  meeting,  held  as  provided  by  law.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  trustees  or  board  of  education  to  call  a  special  meeting  for 
such  purpose  upon  the  petition  of  at  least  10  per  centum  of  the 
qualified  electors  of  the  district.  If  such  authority  be  granted  by 
a  district  meeting  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  trustees  or  board 
of  education  to  permit  such  use,  under  reasonable  regulations  to 
be  adopted  by  such  trustees  or  board  until  another  meeting  held 
in  like  manner  shall  have  revoked  such  authority. 

§  5  Section  463  of  said  chapter,  as  so  amended  by  chapter  140 
of  the  Laws  of  1910,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  463  Acquisition  of  real  property.  Real  property  may  be 
acquired  in  any  school  district  and  in  any  city  except  a  city  of  the 
first  or  second  class,  for  school  purposes  and  for  any  other  pur- 
pose for  which  such  property  may  be  acquired  as  provided  in 
this  chapter,  as  follows  : 

I   By  gift,  grant,  devise  or  purchase. 
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.  2  By  condemnation,  if  an  agreement  can  not  be  made  with  the 
owner  for  the  purcliase  thereof.  Such  proceedings  shall  be  insti- 
tuted and  conducted  by  the  trustee  or  board  of  education,  in  the 
name  of  the  district  under  the  provisions  of  the  condemnation 
law. 

3  This  section  does  not  permit  the  acquisition  by  condemna- 
tion of  less  than  the  whole  of  a  city  or  village  lot  with  the  erec- 
tions and  improvements  thereon. 

§  6  Subdivisions  i  and  3  of  section  467  of  said  chapter  as  so 
amended  by  chapter  140  of  the  Laws  of  1910,  are  hereby  amended 
to  read  as  follows : 

I  A  majority  of  the  voters  of  any  school  district,  present  at 
any  annual  or  special  district  meeting,  duly  convened,  may 
authorize  such  acts  and  vote  such  taxes  as  they  shall  deem  expe- 
dient for  making  additions,  alterations,  repairs  or  improvements, 
to  the  sites  or  buildings  belonging  to  the  district,  or  for  the  pur- 
chase of  other  sites  or  buildings,  or  for  a  change  of  sites,  or  for 
the  purchase  of  land  and  buildings  for  agricultural,  athletic,  play- 
ground or  social  center  purposes,  or  for  the  erection  of  new  build- 
ings, or  for  buying  apparatus,  implements,  or  fixtures,  or  for 
paying  the  wages  of  teachers,  and  the  necessary  expenses  of  the 
school,  or  for  such  other  purpose  relating  to  the  support  and 
welfare  of  the  school  as  they  may,  by  resolution,  approve. 

3  No  addition  to  or  change  of  site  or  purchase  of  a  new  site 
or  tax  for  the  purchase  of  any  new  site  or  structure,  or  for  the 
purchase  of  an  addition  to  the  site  of  any  schoolhouse,  or  for  the 
purchase  of  lands  and  buildings  for  agricultural,  athletic,  play- 
ground or  social  center  purposes,  or  for  building  any  new  school- 
house  or  for  the  erection  of  an  addition  to  any  schoolhouse 
already  built,  shall  be  voted  at  any  such  meeting  in  a  union  free 
school  district  unless  a  notice  by  the  board  of  education  stating 
that  such  tax  will  be  proposed,  and  specifying  the  object  thereof 
and  the  amount  to  be  expended  therefor,  shall  have  been  given 
in  the  manner  provided  herein  for  the  notice  of  an  annual  meet- 
ing. In  a  common  school  district  the  notice  of  a  special  meeting 
to  authorize  any  of  the  improvements  enumerated  in  this  section 
shall  be  given  as  provided  in  section  197. 

§  7  Subdivision  i  of  section  480  of  such  chapter  as  amended 
by  chapter  140  of  the  Laws  of  1910,  is  hereby  amended  to  read 
as  follows : 
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I  For  the  purpose  of  giving  effect  to  the  provisions  of  section 
467"  of  this  chapter,  trustees  or  boards  of  education  are  hereby 
authorized,  whenever  a  tax  shall  have  been  voted  to  be  collected 
in  instalments,  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  new  schoolhouse,  or 
building  an  addition  to  a  schoolhouse,  or  making  additions, 
alterations  or  improvements  to  buildings  or  structures  belonging 
to  the  district  or  city,  or  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  site  or  for 
an  addition  to  a  site,  or  for  the  purchase  of  land  or  buildings  for 
agricultural,  athletic,  playground,  or  social  center  purposes,  to 
borrow  so  much  of  the  sum  voted  as  may  be  necessary,  at  a  rate 
of  interest  not  exceeding  6  per  centum,  and  to  issue  bonds  or 
other  evidences  of  indebtedness  therefor,  which  shall  be  a  charge 
upon  the  district,  and  be  paid  at  maturity,  and  which  shall  not 
be  sold  below  par. 

§  8  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

SCHOOL  TERM;  TEACHERS  CONFERENCES;  SCHOOL 
ATTENDANCE;  DISTRICT  SUPERINTENDENTS  TO 
BE  SUBJECT  TO  TEACHERS  PENSION  PROVISIONS 

Explanatory  note.  This  law  amends  a  number  of  sections  of 
the  Education  Law  relating  to  dift'erent  subjects.  The  most 
important  change  is  that  which  extends  the  length  of  the  school 
term  in  each  school  district  from  160  days  including  holidays  to 
180  days  including  holidays.  This  means  that  no  district  will  be 
permitted  to  share  in  the  public  school  money  unless  a  school 
is  maintained  therein,  or  the  pupils  therein  have  been  instructed 
under  a  contract  with  another  district,  for  a  term  of  at  least  180 
days  or  36  weeks,  including  holidays.  The  holidays  are  specified, 
and  the  law  in  this  respect  is  changed  so  as  to  require  schools  to 
be  closed  on  Columbus  day.  The  law  requires  all  schools  in 
common  school  districts  to  begin  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  Septem- 
ber. Teachers  contracts  for  the  ensuing  school  year  must  be 
made  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  law. 

Another  radical  change  is  to  compel  school  attendance  of  all 
pupil's  within  the  compulsory  school  age  during  the  entire  time 
that  the  school  in  the  district  shall  be  in  session,  instead  of,  as 
formerly,  for  the  time  that  the  school  is  in  session  between 
October  ist  and  June  ist. 

The  law  also  provides  for  teachers  conferences  on  any  day  in 
the  week,  and  requires  teachers  to  be  paid  their  compensation- 
while  in  attendance  at  such  conferences. 
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Laws  of  191 3,  chapter  511.    An  act  to  amend  the  Education  Law, 
relative  to  schools  in  common  school  districts. 

In  effect  May  14,  1913. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Nezv  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  i  Subdivisions  2  and  4  of  section  492  of  chapter  21  of 
the  Laws  of  1909,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  education,  consti- 
tuting chapter  16  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  as  amended  by  chap- 
ter 140  of  the  Laws  of  1910,  are  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

2  No  district  shall  be  entitled  to  any  portion  of  such  school 
moneys  on  such  apportionment  unless  the  report  of  the  trustees 
for  the  preceding  school  year  shall  show  that  a  common  school 
was  supported  in  the  district  and  taught  by  a  qualified  teacher  or 
by  successive  qualified  teachers  for  at  least  one  hundred  and 
eighty  days,  inclusive  of  legal  holidays  that  may  have  occurred 
during  the  term  of  said  school  and  exclusive  of  Saturdays. 

3  No  Saturday  shall  be  counted  as  part  of  said  one  hundred 
and  eighty  days  of  school  and  no  school  shall  be  in  session  on 
a  legal  holiday,  except  general  election  day,  Washington's  birth- 
day and  Lincoln's  birthday.  A  deficiency  not  exceeding  six  days 
during  any  school  year  caused  by  a  teacher's  attendance  upon 
teachers  conferences  held  by  district  superintendents  of  schools 
within  a  county,  shall  be  excused  by  the  Commissioner  of  Edu- 
cation. In  common  school  districts  the  term  of  school  shall  begin 
each  year  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  September. 

§  2  Subdivision  2  of  section  395  of  such  chapter,  as  amended 
by  chapters  140  and  607  of  the  Laws  of  1910,  is  hereby  amended 
to  read  as  follows  : 

2  To  assemble  all  the  teachers  of  his  district  by  towns  or 
otherwise,  for  the  purpose  of  conference  on  the  course  of  study, 
for  reports  of  and  advice  and  counsel  in  relation  to  discipline, 
school  management  and  other  school  work,  and  for  promoting 
the  general  good  of  all  the  schools  of  the  district.  Teachers  shall 
be  entitled  to  compensation  for  days  actually  in  attendance  upon 
such  conference. 

§  3  Subdivision  2  of  section  621  of  such  chapter,  as  amended 
by  chapter  140  of  the  Laws  of  1910,  is  hereby  amended  to  read 
as  follows : 

2  Every  such  child,  residing  elsewhere  than  in  a  city  or  school 
district  having  a  population  of  five  thousand  or  more  and  employ- 
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ing  a  superintendent  of  schools,  shall  attend  upon  instruction 
during  the  entire  time  that  the  school  in  the  district  shall  be  in 
session  as  follows: 

(a)   Each  child  between  eight  and  fourteen  years  of  age. 

{b)  Each  child  between  fourteen  and  sixteen  years  of  age  not 
regularly  and  lawfully  engaged  in  any  useful  employment  or 
service. 

§  4  Sections  iioo  and  1108  of  such  chapter,  as  so  amended  by 
chapter  140  of  the  Laws  of  1910  and  chapter  449  of  the  Laws  of 
191 1,  are  hereby  further  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  IIOO  Definitions.  The  word  "teacher"  as  used  in  this 
article  includes  teachers  and  principals  employed  in  public 
schools  of  the  cities  and  school  districts  of  the  State  and  in 
schools  on  the  Indian  reservations.,  and  shall  also  include  super- 
intendents employed  as  provided  by  law  in  cities  and  union  free 
school  districts  having  a  population  of  five  thousand  or  more, 
and  district  superintendents  of  schools  appointed  as  provided  by 
law  in  the  supervisory  districts  of  the  several  counties  of  the 
State.  Services  as  such  district  superintendents  or  as  school 
commissioners  shall  be  deemed  to  be  teaching  in  the  public 
schools  within  the  meaning  of  this  article.  The  word  "  retire- 
ment fund  "  as  used  in  this  article  shall  mean  the  New  York  State 
teachers  retirement  fund  for  public  school  teachers  as  estab- 
lished by  this  article.  The  term  "  school  commissioner  "  as  used 
in  any  section  of  this  article  shall  be  deemed  to  mean  the  district 
superintendent  of  schools. 

§  1 108  Contributions  by  teachers;  deductions  from  salaries. 
All  teachers  employed  in  the  public  schools  in  this  State  except 
in  those  counties,  districts  or  cities  in  which  provision  is  already 
made  by  statute  for  the  retirement  of  public  school  teachers  and 
the  payment  of  annuities  or  pensions  to  such  teachers,  who  enter 
into  contracts  for  such  employment  after  the  date  on  which  this 
act  takes  effect,  shall  contribute  to  the  teachers  retirement  fund 
I  per  centum  of  the  salaries  to  be  paid  to  such  teachers  annually 
according  to  the  terms  of  such  contracts.  District  superin- 
tendents of  schools  shall  contribute  to  such  fund  i  per  centum  of 
the  salaries  received  by  them  for  their  services,  either  from  the 
State  or  from  the  towns  comprising  their  supervisory  districts, 
as  provided  by  law.  On  and  after  such  date  all  such  contracts 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  made  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  article,  and  the  requirement  as  to  such  contribution  shall

become  a  part  of  and  enter  into  all  such  contracts.  Any  teacher 
employed  under  a  contract  entered  into  prior  to  the  taking  effect 
of  this  act  may  elect  to  contribute  i  per  centum  annually  of  the 
salary  paid  pursuant  to  such  contract  and  shall  thereupon  become 
entitled  to  all  the  privileges  conferred  by  this  article. 

Boards  of  education,  trustees  and  other  school  authorities  hav- 
ing duties  to  perform  in  respect  to  the  payment  of  salaries  to 
public  school  teachers  in  their  districts  or  cities,  shall  cause  to  be 
deducted  from  each  warrant  or  order  issued  to  any  of  such 
teachers  for  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  such  teachers,  the 
amount  due  by  such  teacher  to  the  teachers  retirement  fund. 
The  Commissioner  of  Education  shall  cause  to  be  deducted  from 
the  salaries  paid  to  teachers  employed  in  schools  on  the  Indian 
reservations  and  to  district  superintendents  of  schools  the  amount 
required  to  be  contributed  by  them  to  the  teachers  retirement 
fund,  and  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  paid  into  such  fund. 

§  5  Subdivision  2  of  section  832  of  such  chapter,  as  so  amended 
by  chapter  140  of  the  Laws  of  1910,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

§  2  The  said  State  Normal  College  shall  be  as  heretofore, 
under  the  supervision,  management  and  government  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Education  and  the  Regents  of  the  University.  The 
said  Commissioner  and  Regents  shall  from  time  to  time,  make 
all  needful  rules  and  regulations ;  fix  the  number  and  compensa- 
tion of  teachers  and  others  to  be  employed  therein ;  prescribe  the 
examination  and  the  terms  and  conditions  on  which  pupils  shall 
be  received  and  instructed  therein ;  the  number  of  pupils  from  the 
respective  counties  conforming  as  nearly  as  may  be  to  the  ratio 
of  population,  and  provide  in  all  things  for  the  good  government 
and  management  of  the  said  -college.  The  board  of  trustees  of 
such  college  may  appoint  a  secretary  and  a  treasurer  and  fix  their 
compensation. 

§  6  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

MEDICAL     INSPECTION     OF     PUPILS     IN     PUBLIC 

SCHOOLS 

Explanatory  note.  Under  this  act  the  medical  inspection  of  all 
pupils  in  the  public  schools  of  the  State  is  required.  The  act  ap- 
plies to  every  city,  union  free  school  and  common  school  district 
in  the  State,  except  the  city  of  New  York,  where  provision  is 
made  by  special  laws  and  local  regulation  for  such  inspection. 
Each  city  and  district  is  required  to  employ  a  competent  physi- 
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cian  as  medical  inspector.  Two  or  more  districts  may  unite  in 
the  employment  of  such  inspector,  whose  compensation  is  to  be 
paid  jointly  by  such  districts  and  apportioned  according  to  their 
assessed  valuations.  Common  school  districts  are  to  employ  the 
town  health  officer  as  medical  inspector,  if  he  cares  to  serve  and 
his  employment  is  advantageous  to  the  interests  of  the  district. 
The  trustees  or  boards  of  education  should  agree  with  the  med- 
ical inspector  as  to  the  compensation  to  be  paid.  The  amount 
agreed  upon  should  be  reasonable.  The  compensation  of  med- 
ical inspectors  and  the  expenses  incurred  in  carrying  out  the  pro- 
visions of  the  act  are  a  charge  upon  the  district  and  are  to  be  paid 
in  the  same  manner  as  other  district  charges.  An  amount  suf- 
ficient therefor  must  be  included  in  the  annual  tax  levy  of  the 
district. 

Pupils  are  required  to  furnish  health  certificates,  signed  by 
physicians,  describing  the  physical  condition  of  such  pupils,  be- 
fore they  enter  the  schools  and  at  the  beginning  of  each  school 
year.  If  such  certificates  are  not  furnished  within  thirty  days 
from  the  date  of  the  opening  of  school,  the  medical  inspector,  em- 
ployed by  the  board  of  education  or  trustees,  is  required  to  exam- 
ine such  pupils,  after  the  teacher  or  principal  in  charge  of  the 
school  has  notified  the  parents  that  such  examination  is  to  be 
made.  The  tests  and  examinations  are  to  be  made  according  to 
instructions  prescribed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Education,  after 
consultation  with  the  State  Commissioner  of  Health  and  are  to 
be  conducted  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  pupils  are 
suffering  from  defective  sight  or  hearing,  or  from  any  other 
physical  disability  tending  to  prevent  them  from  receiving  the 
full  benefit  of  school  work.  Parents  are  to  be  notified  of  the 
results  of  such  tests  or  examinations.  The  medical  inspector  is 
required  to  furnish  necessary  relief,  if  the  parents  are  unable  to 
do  so. 

Laws  of  1913,  chapter  627.  An  act  to  amend  the  Education  Law, 
relative  to  the  medical  inspection  of  pupils  in  the  public  schools 
of  the  State. 

In  effect  August  i,  1913. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Nezv  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follozvs: 

Section  i  Chapter  21  of  the  Laws  of  1909,  entitled  "An  "act 
relating  to  education,  constituting  chapter  16  of  the  consolidated 
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laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  140  of  the  Laws  of  1910,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  inserting  therein  a  new  article,  to  be  known 
as  article  20-a,  and  to  read  as  follows : 

ARTICLE  20-a 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION 

Section  570  Medical  inspection,  to  be  provided 

571  Employment  of  medical  inspector 

572  Pupils  to  furnish  health  certificates 

573  Examination  by  medical  inspector 

574  Record  of  examinations  ;•  eye  and  ear  tests 

575  Existence  of  contagious  diseases;  return  after  illness 

576  Enforcement  of  law 

577  State  medical  inspection  of  schools 

§  570  Medical  inspection  to  be  provided.  Medical  inspection 
shall  be  provided  for  all  pupils  attending  the  public  schools  in 
this  State,  except  in  cities  of  the  Urst  class,  as  provided  in  this 
article.  Medical  inspection  shall  include  the  services  of  a  trained 
registered  nurse,  if  one  is  employed,  and  shall  also  include  such 
services  as  may  be  rendered  as  provided  herein  in  examining 
pupils  for  the  existence  of  disease  or  physical  defects  and  in  test- 
ing the  eyes  and  ears  of  such  pupils. 

§  571  Employment  of  medical  inspectors.  The  board  of  edu- 
cation in  each  city  and  union  free  school  district,  and  the  trustee 
or  board  of  trustees  of  a  common  school  district,  shall  employ, 
at  a  compensation  to  be  agreed  upon  by  the  parties,  a  competent 
physician  residing  in  the  city  or  district  or,  in  case  of  a  common 
school  district,  in  the  town  where  such  district  is  situated,  as  a 
medical  inspector,  to  make  inspections  of  pupils  attending  the 
public  schools  in  the  city  or  district.  The  physicians  so  em- 
ployed shall  be  legally  qualified  to  practise  medicine  in  this  State, 
and  shall  have  so  practised  for  a  period  of  at  least  two  years  im- 
mediately prior  to  such  employment.  Any  such  board  or  trustees 
may  employ  one  or  more  school  nurses,  who  shall  be  registered 
trained  nurses  and  authorized  to  practise  as  such.  Such  nurses 
when  so  employed  shall  aid  the  medical  inspector  of  the  district 
and  shall  perform  such  duties  for  the  benefit  of  the  public  schools 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  such  inspector. 

A  medical  inspector  or  school  nurse  may  be  employed  by  the 
trustees  or  boards  of  education  of  two  or  more  school  districts, 
and  the  compensation  of  such  inspector,  and  the  expenses  in- 
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curred  in  making  inspections  of  pupils  as  provided  herein,  shall 
be  borne  jointly  by  such  districts,  and  be  apportioned  among 
them  according  to  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  taxable  property 
therein. 

In  cities  and  union  free  school  districts  having  more  than  five 
thousand  inhabitants,  the  board  of  education  may  employ  such 
additional  medical  inspectors  as  may  be  necessary  to  properly  in- 
spect the  pupils  in  the  school  in  such  cities  and  union  free  school 
district. 

The  trustees  of  a  common  school  district  or  the  board  of  edu- 
cation of  a  union  free  school  district  whose  boundaries  are  coter- 
minous with  the  boundaries  of  an  incorporated  village  shall,  in 
the  employment  of  medical  inspectors,  employ  the  health  officer 
of  the  town  in  which  such  common  school  district  is  located  or 
the  health  officer  of  such  union  free  school  district,  so  far  as  may 
be  advantageous  to  the  interests  of  such  district. 

§  572  Pupils  to  furnish  health  certificates.  A  health  certifi- 
cate shall  be  furnished  by  each  pupil  in  the  public  schools  upon 
his  entrance  in  such  schools,  and  thereafter  at  the  opening  of 
such  schools  at  the  beginning  of  each  school  year.  Each  certifi- 
cate shall  be  signed  by  a  duly  licensed  physician  who  is  au- 
thorized to  practise  medicine  in  this  State,  and  shall  describe 
the  condition  of  the  pupil  when  the  examination  was  made, 
which  shall  not  be  more  than  thirty  days  prior  to  the  presenta- 
tion of  such  certificate,  and  state  whether  such  pupil  is  in  a  fit 
condition  of  bodily  health  to  permit  his  or  her  attendance  at  the 
public  schools.  Such  certificate  shall  be  submitted  within  thirty 
days  to  the  principal  or  teacher  having  charge  of  the  school  and 
shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  district.  If  such  pupil  does  not 
present  a  health  certificate  as  herein  required,  the  principal  or 
teacher  in  charge  of  the  school  shall  cause  a  notice  to  be  sent  to 
the  parents  of  such  pupil  that  if  the  required  health  certificate  is 
not  furnished  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  such  notice,  an 
examination  will  be  made  of  such  pupil  as  provided  herein. 

§  573  Examinations  by  medical  inspectors.  Each  principal 
or  teacher  in  charge  of  a  public  school  shall  report  to  the  medical 
inspector  having  jurisdiction  over  such  school  the  names  of  all 
pupils  who  have  not  furnished  health  certificates  as  provided  in 
the  preceding  section,  and  the  medical  inspector  shall  cause  such 
pupils  to  be  separately  and  carefullv  examined  and  tested  to 
ascertain  whether  any  of  them  are  suffering  from  defective  sight 
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or  hearing,  or  from  any  other  physical  disability  tending  to  pre- 
vent them  from  receiving  the  full  benefit  of  school  work,  or  re- 
quiring a  modification  of  such  work  to  prevent  injury  to  the 
pupils  or  to  receive  the  best  educational  results.  If  it  be  ascer- 
tained upon  such  test  or  examination  that  any  of  such  pupils  are 
inflicted  with  defective  sight  or  hearing  or  other  physical  dis- 
ability as  above  described  the  principal  or  teacher,  having  charge 
of  such  school,  shall  notify  the  parents  or  other  persons  with 
whom  such  pupils  are  living,  as  to  the  existence  of  such  defects 
and  physical  disability.  If  the  parents  or  guardians  are  unable 
or  unwilling  to  provide  the  necessary  relief  and  treatment  for 
such  pupils,  such  fact  shall  be  reported  by  the  principal  or 
teacher  to  the  medical  inspector,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  pro- 
vide relief  for  such  pupils. 

§  574  Record  of  examinations;  eye  and  ear  tests.  Medical 
inspectors  or  principals  and  teachers  in  charge  of  public  schools 
shall  make  eye  and  ear  tests  of 'the  pupils  in  such  schools,  at 
least  once  in  each  school  year.  The  State  Commissioner  of 
Health  shall  prescribe  the  method  of  making  such  tests,  and  shall 
furnish  general  instruction  in  respect  to  such  tests.  The  Com- 
missioner of  Education,  after  consultation  with  the  State  Com- 
missioner of  Health,  shall  prescribe  and  furnish  to  the  school  au- 
thorities suitable  rules  of  instruction  as  to  tests  and  examina- 
tions made  as  provided  in  this  article,  together  with  test  cards, 
blanks,  record  books  and  other  useful  appliances  for  carrying  out 
the  purposes  of  this  article.  The  Commissioner  of  Education 
shall  provide  for  pupils  in  the  normal  schools,  city  training 
schools  and  training  classes  instruction  and  practice  in  the  best 
methods  of  testing  the  sight  and  hearing  of  children. 

§  575  Existence  of  contagious  diseases;  return  after  illness. 
Whenever  upon  investigation  a  pupil  in  the  public  schools  shows 
symptoms  of  smallpox,  scarlet  fever,  measles,  chickenpox,  tuber- 
culosis, diphtheria,  influenza,  tonsilitis,  whooping  cough,  mumps, 
scabies  or  trachoma,  he  shall  be  excluded  from  the  school  and 
sent  to  his  home  immediately,  in  a  safe  and  proper  conveyance, 
and  the  health  officer  of  the  city  or  town  shall  be  immediately 
notified  of  the  existence  of  such  disease.  The  medical  inspector 
shall  examine  each  pupil  returning  to  a  school  without  a  certifi- 
cate from  the  health  officer  of  the  city  or  town,  or  the  family 
physician,  after  absence  on  account  of  illness  or  from  unknown 
cause. 
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Such  medical  inspectors  may  make  such  examinations  of 
teachers,  janitors  and  school  buildings  as  in  their  opinion  the 
protection  of  the  health  of  the  pupils  and  teachers  may  require. 

§  576  Enforcement  of  law.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Education  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  article, 
and  he  may  adopt  such  rules  and  regulations  not  inconsistent 
herewith,  after  consultation  with  the  State  Commissioner  of 
Health,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  full  force  and  effect  the 
objects  and  intent  of  this  article. 

He  may,  in  his  discretion,  withhold  the  public  money  from  a 
district  which  wilfully  refuses  or  neglects  to  comply  with  this 
article,  and  the  rules  and  regulations  made  hereunder. 

§  577  State  medical  inspection  of  schools.  The  Commissioner 
of  Education  shall  appoint  a  competent  physician  who  has  been 
in  the  actual  practice  of  his  profession  for  a  period  of  at  least  five 
years,  as  State  Medical  Inspector  of  Schools.  The  State  Medical 
Inspector  of  Schools,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Education,  shall  perform  such  duties  as  may  be  required  for 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  article.  The  said  medical  in- 
spector shall  be  appointed  in  the  same  manner  as  other  employees 
of  the  Education  Department. 

§  2  This  act  shall  take  effect  August  i,  1913. 

VOCATIONAL  SCHOOLS;  PART-TIME  OR  CONTINUA- 
TION AND  EVENING  VOCATIONAL  SCHOOLS; 
STATE  AID;  SCHOOLS  OF  AGRICULTURE,  EM- 
PLOYMENT OF  TEACHERS  DURING  ENTIRE 
YEAR 

Explanatory  note.  This  act  amends  the  Education  Law  rela- 
tive to  vocational  instruction  by  providing  for  the  establishment 
and  maintenance  of  part-time  or  continuation  schools  in  cities, 
for  the  instruction  in  trades  of  pupils  over  14  years  of  age  who 
are  employed  during  a  part  of  the  day.  Such  instruction  is  to  be 
supplemental  to  the  practical  work  carried  on  in  such  employ- 
ment, and  is  to  be  given  during  the  day.  Evening  vocational 
schools  are  also  authorized  for  the  similar  instruction  of  pupils 
over  16  years  of  age,  who  are  regularly  employed. 

The  act  reduces  the  number  of  weeks'  instruction  in  vocational 
schools,  to  entitle  such  schools  to  State  aid,  from  thirty-eight  to 
thirty-six,  and  reduces  the  required  number  of  pupils  from 
twenty-five  to  fifteen.    The  former  act  provided  State  aid  of  five 
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hundred  dollars  for  each  independently  organized  vocational 
school,  and  two  hundred  dollars  for  each  additional  teacher.  This 
act  allows  State  aid  in  an  amount  equal  to  two-thirds  of  the  an- 
nual salary  paid  to  the  teacher  in  charge  of  the  school  not  exceed- 
ing one  thousand  dollars,  and  one-third  the  salary  of  each  addi- 
tional teacher. 

Agricultural  schools  may  be  established  under  this  act  in  com- 
mon school  districts.  A  teacher  of  agriculture  may  be  employed 
during  the  entire  year,  in  which  case  an  additional  apportionment 
of  two  hundred  dollars  will  be  made  to  the  district. 


Laws  of  19 1 3,  chapter  747.  An  act  to  amend  the  Education  Law, 
relative  to  vocational  instruction,  including  part-time  or  con- 
tinuation schools  and  agricultural  schools. 

In  effect  May  26,   1913. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows.- 

Section  i  Sections  600,  601,  603,  604,  605  and  606  of  chapter 
21  of  the  Laws  of  1909,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  education, 
constituting  chapter  16  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  as  amended  by 
chapter  140  of  the  Laws  of  1910,  are  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

§  600  General  industrial  schools,  trade  schools  and  schools  of 
agriculture,  mechanic  arts  and  homemaking,  may  be  established 
in  cities.  The  board  of  education  of  any  city,  and  in  a  city  not 
having  a  board  of  education  the  officer  having  the  management 
and  supervision  of  the  public  school  system,  may  establish, 
acquire,  conduct  and  maintain  as  a  part  of  the  public  school  sys- 
tem of  such  city  the  following: 

1  General  industrial  schools  open  to  pupils  who  have  com- 
pleted the  elementary  school  course  or  who  have  attained  the  age 
of  14  years,  and 

2  Trade  schools  open  to  pupils  who  have  attained  the  age  of 
16  years  and  have  completed  either  the  elementary  school  course 
or  a  course  in  the  above  mentioned  general  industrial  school  or 
who  have  met  such  other  requirements  as  the  local  school 
authorities  may  have  prescribed  ;  and 

3  Schools  of  agriculture,  mechanic  arts  and  homemaking,  open 
to  pupils  who  have  completed  the  elementary  school  course  or 
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who  have  attained  the  age  of  14,  or  who  have  met  such  other  re- 
quirements as  the  local  school  authorities  may  have  prescribed ; 
and 

4  Part-time  or  continuation  schools  in  which  instruction  shall 
be  given  in  the  trades  and  in  industrial,  agricultural  and  home- 
making  subjects,  and  which  shall  be  open  to  pupils  over  14  years 
of  age  who  are  regularly  and  lawfully  employed  during  a  part  of 
the  day  in  any  useful  employment  or  service,  which  subjects  shall 
be  supplementary  to  the  practical  work  carried  on  in  such  em- 
ployment or  service. 

5  Evening  vocational  schools  in  which  instruction  shall  be 
given  in  the  trades  and  in  industrial,  agricultural  and  home- 
making  subjects,  and  which  shall  be  open  to  pupils  over  16  years 
of  age,  who  are  regularly  and  lawfully  employed  during  the  day 
and  which  provide  instruction  in  subjects  related  to  the  practical 
work  carried  on  in  such  employment ;  but  such  evening  voca- 
tional schools  providing  instruction  in  homemaking  shall  be  open 
to  all  women  over  16  years  of  age  who  are  employed  in  any 
capacity  during  the  day. 

The  word  "  school,"  as  used  in  this  article,  shall  include  any 
department  or  course  of  instruction  established  and  maintained 
in  a  public  school  for  any  of  the  purposes  specified  in  this  section. 

§  601  Such  schools  may  be  established  in  union  free  school  dis- 
tricts. The  board  of  education  of  any  union  free  school  district 
shall  also  establish,  acquire  and  maintain  such  schools  for  like 
purposes  whenever  such  schools  shall  be  authorized  by  a  district 
meeting.  The  trustee  or  board  of  trustees  of  a  common  school 
district  may  establish  a  school  or  a  course  in  agriculture, 
mechanic  arts  and  homemaking,  when  authorized  by  a  district 
meeting. 

§  603  Authority  of  the  board  of  education  over  such  schools. 
The  board  of  education  in  a  city  and  the  officer  having  the  man- 
agement and  supervision  of  the  public  school  system  in  a  city  not 
having  a  board  of  education  and  the  board  of  education  in  a  union 
free  school  district  in  which  city  or  district  a  general  industrial 
school,  a  trade  school,  a  school  of  agriculture,  mechanic  arts  and 
homemaking,  or  a  part-time  or  continuation  school,  or  an  evening 
vocational  school  is  established  as  provided  in  this  article,  is 
vested  with  the  same  power  and  authority  over  the  management, 
supervision  and  control  of  such  school  and  the  teachers  or  in- 
structors employed  therein  as  such  board  or  officer  now  has  over 
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the  schools  and  teachers  under  their  charge.     Such  boards  of 
education  or  such  officer  shall  also  have  full  power  and  authority: 

1  To  employ  competent  teachers  or  instructors. 

2  To  provide  proper  courses  of  study. 

3  To  purchase  or  acquire  sites  and  grounds  and  to  p.urchase, 
acquire,  lease  or  construct  and  to  repair  suitable  shops  or  build- 
ings and  to  properly  equip  the  same. 

4  To  purchase  necessary  machinery,  tools,  apparatus  and  sup- 
plies. 

§  604  State  aid  for  general  industrial  schools,  trade  schools, 
and  schools  of  agriculture,  mechanic  arts  and  homemaking. 

1  The  Commissioner  of  Education  in  the  annual  apportion- 
ment of  the  State  school  moneys  shall  apportion  therefrom  to 
each  city  and  union  free  school  district  for  each  general  industrial 
school,  trade  school,  part-time  or  continuation  school  or  evening 
vocational  school,  maintained  therein  for  thirty-six  weeks  during 
the  school  year  and  employing  one  teacher  whose  work  is 
devoted  exclusively  to  such  school,  and  having  an  enrolment  of 
at  least  fifteen  pupils  and  maintaining  an  organization  and  a 
course  of  study,  and  conducted  in  a  manner  approved  by  him,  a 
sum  equal  to  two-thirds  of  the  salary  paid  to  such  teacher,  but 
not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars. 

2  He  shall  also  apportion  in  like  manner  to  each  city,  union 
free  school  district  or  common  school  district  for  each  school  of 
agriculture,  mechanic  arts  and  homemaking,  maintained  therein 
for  thirty-six  weeks  during  the  school  year,  and  employing  one 
teacher  whose  work  is  devoted  exclusively  to  such  school,  and 
having  an  enrolment  of  at  least  fifteen  pupils  and  maintaining 
an  organization  and  course  of  study  and  conducted  in  a  manner 
approved  by  him,  a  sum  equal  to  two-thirds  of  the  salary  paid  to 
such  teacher.  Such  teacher  may  be  employed  for  the  entire  year, 
and  during  the  time  that  the  said  school  is  not  open  shall  be 
engaged  in  performing  such  educational  services  as  may  be 
required  by  the  board  of  education  or  trustees,  under  regulations 
adopted  by  the  Commissioner  of  Education.  Where  a  contract 
is  made  with  a  teacher  for  the  entire  year  and  such  teacher  is 
employed  for  such  period,  as  herein  provided,  the  Commissioner 
of  Education  shall  make  an  additional  apportionment  to  such 
city  or  district  of  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars.  But  the  total 
amount  apportioned  in  each  year  on  account  of  such  teacher  shall 
not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars. 
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3  The  Commissioner  of  Education  shall  also  make  an  addi- 
tional apportionment  to  each  city  and  union  free  school  district 
for  each  additional  teacher  employed  exclusively  in  the  schools 
mentioned  in  the  preceding  subdivisions  of  this  section  for  thirty- 
six  weeks  during  the  school  year,  a  sum  equal  to  one-third  of  the 
salary  paid  to  each  such  additional  teacher,  but  not  exceeding 
one  thousand  dollars  for  each  teacher. 

4  The  Commissioner  of  Education,  in  his  discretion,  may 
apportion  to  a  district  or  city  maintaining  such  schools  or  em- 
ploying such  teachers  for  a  shorter  time  than  thirty-six  weeks, 
or  for  a  less  time  than  a  regular  school  day,  an  amount  pro  rata 
to  the  time  such  schools  are  maintained  or  such  teachers  are 
employed.  This  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  entitle  manual 
training  -high  schools  or  other  secondary  schools  maintaining 
manual  training  departments,  to  an  apportionment  of  funds  herein 
provided  for. 

Any  person  employed  as  teacher  as  provided  herein  may  serve  as 
principal  of  the  school  in  which  the  said  industrial  or  trade  school 
or  course,  or  school  or  course  of  agriculture,  mechanic  arts  and 
homemaking,  is  maintained. 

§  605  Application  of  such  moneys.  All  moneys  apportioned 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Education  for  schools  under  this  article 
shall  be  used  exclusively  for  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of 
teachers  employed  in  such  schools  in  the  city  or  district  to  which 
such  moneys  are  apportioned. 

§  606  Annual  estimate  by  board  of  education  and  appropria- 
tions by  municipal  and  school  districts. 

I  The  board  of  education  of  each  city  or  the  officer  having  the 
management  and  supervision  of  the  public  school  system  in  a  city 
not  having  a  board  of  education  shall  file  with  the  common 
council  of  such  city,  within  thirty  days  after  the  commencement 
of  the  fiscal  year  of  such  city,  a  written  itemized  estimate  of  the 
expenditures  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  its  general  indus- 
trial schools,  trade  schools,  schools  of  agriculture,  mechanic  arts 
and  homemaking,  part-time  or  continuation  schools  or  evening 
vocational  schools,  and  the  estimated  amount  which  the  city  will 
receive  from  the  State  school  moneys  applicable  to  the  support 
of  such  schools.  The  common  council  shall  give  a  public  hear- 
ing to  such  persons  as  wish  to  be  heard  in  reference  thereto. 
The  common  council  shall  adopt  such  estimate  and,  after  deduct- 
ing therefrom  the  amount  of^State  moneys  applicable  to  the  sup- 
port of  such  schools,  shall  include  the  balance  in  the  annual  tax 
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budget  of  such  city.  Such  amount  shall  be  levied,  assessed  and 
raised  by  tax  upon  the  real  and  personal  property  liable  to  taxa- 
tion in  the  city  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  that  other  taxes 
for  school  purposes  are  raised.  The  common  council  shall  have 
power  by  a  two-thirds  vote  to  reduce  or  reject  any  item  included 
in  such  estimate. 

2  The  board  of  education  in  a  union  free  school  district  which 
maintains  a  general  industrial  school,  trade  school,  a  school  of 
agriculture,  mechanic  arts  and  homemaking,  part-time  or  con- 
tinuation schools  or  evening  vocational  schools,  shall  include  in 
its  estimate  of  expenses  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  sections 
323  and  327  of  this  chapter  the  amount  that  will  be  required  to 
maintain  such  schools  after  applying  toward  the  maintenance 
thereof  the  amount  apportioned  therefor  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Education.  Such  amount  shall  thereafter  be  levied,  assessed 
and  raised  by  tax  upon  the  taxable  property  of  the  district  at  the 
time  and  in  the  manner  that  other  taxes  for  school  purposes 
are  raised  in  such  district. 

§  2  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

ATTENDANCE  UPON  PART-TIME  OR  CONTINUATION 

SCHOOLS 
Explanatory  note.  This  act  requires  persons  between  14  and 
16  years  of  age,  who  are  employed  and  have  employment  certifi- 
cates, to  attend  part-time  or  continuation  schools,  where  such 
schools  are  established  and  maintained.  Such  attendance  must 
be  for  at  least  thirty-six  weeks,  for  not  less  than  four  nor  more 
than  eight  hours  each  week,  between  eight  in  the  morning  and 
five  in  the  afternoon.  Part-time  or  continuation  vocational 
schools  may  be  established  under  section  600,  subdivision  4,  of 
the  Education  Law,  as  amended  by  Laws  of  1913,  chapter  747. 

Laws  of  1 9 13,  chapter  748.  An  act  to  amend  the  Education  Law, 
relative  to  the  compulsory  attendance  of  pupils  between  14  and 
16  years  of  age  upon  part-time  and  continuation  schools  and 
courses. 

In  effect  May  26,   1913. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  folloivs: 

Section  i  Section  622  of  chapter  21  of  the  Laws  of  1909,  entitled 
"An  act  relating  to  education,  constituting  chapter  16  of  the 
consolidated  laws,"  and  as  amended  by  chapter  140  of  the  Laws 
of  1910,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
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§  622  When    a    boy    is    required    to    attend    evening    school. 

I  Every  boy  between  14  and  16  years  of  age,  in  a  city  of  the  first 
class  or  a  city  of  the  second  class  in  possession  of  an  employment 
certificate  duly  issued  under  the  provisions  of  the  labor  law,  who 
has  not  completed  such  course  of  study  as  is  required  for  gradua- 
tion from  the  elementary  public  schools  of  such  city,  and  who 
does  not  hold  either  a  certificate  of  graduation  from  the  public 
elementary  school  or  the  preacademic  certificate  issued  by  the 
Regents  or  the  certificate  of  the  completion  of  an  elementary 
course  issued  by  the  Education  Department,  shall  attend  the 
public  evening  schools  of  such  city,  or  other  evening  schools 
offering  an  equivalent  course  of  instruction,  for  not  less  than 
six  hours  each  week,  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  sixteen  weeks. 

2  When  the  board  of  education  in  a  city  or  district  shall  have 
established  part-time  and  continuation  schools  or  courses  of 
instruction  for  the  education  of  young  persons  between  14  and 
16  years  of  age  who  are  regularly  employed  in  such  city  or  dis- 
trict, said  board  of  education  may  require  the  attendance  in 
such  schools  or  on  such  courses  of  instruction  of  any  young 
person  in  such  a  city  or  district  who  is  in  possession  of  an  em- 
ployment certificate  duly  issued  under  the  provisions  of  the  labor 
law,  who  has  not  completed  such  courses  of  study  as  are  required 
for  graduation  from  the  elementary  public  schools  of  such  city  or 
district,  or  equivalent  courses  of  study  in  parochial  or  other  elemen- 
tary schools,  who  does  not  hold  either  a  certificate  of  graduation 
from  the  public  elementary  school  or  a  preacademic  certificate 
of  the  completion  of  the  elementary  course  issued  by  the  Educa- 
tion Department,  and  who  is  not  otherwise  receiving  instruction 
approved  by  the  board  of  education  as  equivalent  to  that  pro- 
vided for  in  the  schools  and  courses  of  instruction  established 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  required  attendance  pro- 
vided for  in  this  paragraph  shall  be  for  a  total  of  not  less  than 
thirty-six  weeks  per  year,  at  the  rate  of  not  less  than  four  and 
not  more  than  eight  hours  per  week,  and  shall  be  between  the 
hours  of  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  five  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  of  any  working  day  or  days. 

3  The  children  attending  such  part-time  or  continuation 
schools  as  required  in  paragraph  2  of  this  section  shall  be  exempt 
from  the  attendance  on  evening  schools  required  in  paragraph  i 
of  this  section. 

§  2  Section  627  of  article  23  of  chapter  140  of  the  Laws  of  1910 
is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 
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§  627  Employer  must  display  record  certificate  and  evening, 
part-time  or  continuation  school  certificate.  The  employer  of 
any  child  between  14  and  16  years  of  age  in  a  city  or  district  shall 
keep  and  shall  display  in  the  place  where  such  child  is  employed, 
the  employment  certificate  and  also  his  evening,  part-time  or 
continuation  school  certificate  issued  by  the  school  authorities  of 
said  city  or  district  or  by  an  authorized  representative  of  such 
school  authorities,  certifying  that  the  said  child  is  regularly  in 
attendance  at  an  evening,  part-time  or  continuation  school  of  said 
city  as  provided  in  section  631  of  this  chapter. 

§  3  Section  631  of  article  23  of  chapter  140  of  the  Laws  of 
1910,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  631  Evening,  part-time  or  continuation  school  certificate. 
The  school  authorities  in  a  city  or  district,  or  officers  designated 
by  them,  are  hereby  required  to  issue  to  each  child  lawfully  in 
attendance  at  an  evening,  part-time  or  continuation  school,  an 
evening,  part-time  or  continuation  school  certificate  at  least  once 
in  each  month  during  the  months  said  evening,  part-time  or  con- 
tinuation school  is  in  session  and  at  the  close  of  the  term  of  said 
evening,  part-time  or  continuation  school,  provided  that  said 
child  has  been  in  attendance  upon  said  evening  school,  for  not 
less  than  six  hours  each  week  or  upon  said  part-time  or  continua- 
tion school  for  not  less  'than  four  hours  each  week,  for  such 
number  of  weeks  as  will,  when  taken  in  connection  with  the 
number  of  weeks  such  evening,  part-time  or  continuation  school 
respectively,  shall  be  in  session  during  the  remainder  of  the 
current  or  calendar  year,  make  up  a  total  attendance  on  the  part 
of  said  child  in  said  evening  school,  of  not  less  than  six  hours 
per  week  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  sixteen  weeks  or  in  said 
part-time  or  continuation  school,  of  not  less  than  four  hours  per 
week  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  thirty-six  weeks.  Such  certifi- 
cate shall  state  fully  the  period  of  time  which  the  child  to  whom 
it  is  issued  was  in  attendance  upon  such  evening,  part-time  or 
continuation  school. 

§  4  Section  628  of  article  23  of  chapter  140,  of  the  Laws  of 
1910,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  628  Punishment  for  unlawful  employment  of  children.  Any 
person,  firm,  or  corporation,  or  any  officer,  manager,  superin- 
tendent or  employee  acting  therefor,  who  shall  employ  any  child 
contrary  to  the  provisions  of  sections  626  and  627  hereof  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  the  punishment  therefor  shall  be 
for  the  first  offense  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty  dollars  nor  more 
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than  fifty  dollars ;  for  a  second  and  each  subsequent  offense,  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars. 
§  5  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

SCHOOL     RECORD      CERTIFICATES;     INSTRUCTION 

REQUIRED

of  the  Laws  of  1910,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

I  A  school  record  certificate  shall  contain  a  statement  certify- 
ing that  a  child  has  regularly  attended  the  public  schools,  or 
schools  equivalent  thereto,  or  parochial  schools,  for  not  less  than 
one  hundred  and  thirty  days  during  the  twelve  months  next  pre- 
ceding his  fourteenth  birthday  or  during  the  twelve  months  next 
preceding  his  application  for  such  school  record,  and  that  he  is 
able  to  read  and  write  simple  sentences  in  the  English  language 
and  has  received  during  such  period  instruction  in  reading,  writ- 
ing, spelling,  English  grammar  and  geography  and  is  familiar 
with  the  fundamental  operations  of  arithmetic  up  to  and  includ- 
ing fractions,  and  has  completed  the  work  prescribed  for  the  first 
six  years  of  the  public  elementary  school,  or  school  equivalent 
thereto,  or  parochial  school,  from  which  such  school  record  is 
issued.  Such  record  shall  also  give  the  date  of  birth  and  res- 
idence of  the  child,  as  shown  on  the  school  records,  and  the 
name  of  the  child's  parents,  guardian  or  custodian. 

§  2  This  act  shall  take  effect  October  i,  1913. 

STATE     TUITION     FOR     NONRESIDENT     ACADEMIC 

PUPILS 

Laws  of  1913,  chapter  399.  An  act  to  amend  the  Education  Law, 

relative  to  apportionment  of  school  moneys. 

In  effect  April  29,  1913. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Nezv  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follozvs: 

Section  i  Subdivision  6  of  section  493  of  the  Laws  of  1909, 
entitled  "x\n  act  relating  to  education,  constituting  chapter  16 
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of  the  consolidated  laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  140  of  the  Laws 
of  1910  and  chapter  276  of  the  Laws  of  1912,  is  hereby  amended 
to  read  as  follows  : 

6  To  each  city  and  union  school  district  maintaining  an 
academic  department,  twenty  dollars  per  year  for  at  least  thirty- 
two  weeks'  instruction  or  a  proportionate  amount  if  for  eight 
weeks  or  more  for  each  nonresident  pupil  attending  the  academic 
department  of  such  school  from  districts  not  maintaining  such 
academic  departments  and  who  shall  be  admitted  to  such 
academic  department  without  other  expense  for  tuition  than  that 
provided  herein.  But  pupils  residing  in  districts  not  maintain- 
ing a  four-year  curriculum  may  be  included  in  this  apportion- 
ment after  having  completed  the  course  of  study  prescribed  for 
the  school  in  the  district  in  which  they  reside.  In  the  apportion- 
ment to  cities  and  union  school  districts  whose  customary  charge 
for  nonresident  pupils  is  greater  than  the  sum  provided  by  this 
subdivision,  the  Commissioner  of  Education  may  permit  the  sum 
so  apportioned  to  be  applied  upon  such  customary  charge  for 
such  nonresident  pupils,  provided  the  balance  of  such  customary 
charge  shall  be  assumed  by  the  school  district  in  which  such  non- 
resident pupil  is  resident,  and  the  payment  thereof  shall  have 
been  provided  for  at  a  school  district  meeting  held  in  such 
district. 

§  2  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

APPORTIONMENT    OF    SCHOOL    MONEYS    BY    DIS- 
TRICT SUPERINTENDENTS  OF  SCHOOLS 

Explanatory  note.  This  law  modifies  the  former  law  by 
requiring  supervisors  of  tovv^ns  to  report  to  district  superin- 
tendents the  school  moneys  in  their  hands  not  paid  out  on  orders 
of  trustees  for  teachers'  salaries  instead  of  to  the  county  treasurers. 

Laws  of  1913,  chapter  130.  An  act  to  amend  the  Education 
Law,  relative  to  the  apportionment  of  school  moneys  by  dis- 
trict superintendents  of  schools. 

In  effect  March  25,   1913. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  i  Sections  365  and  498  of  chapter  21  of  the  Laws  of 
1909,  entitled  "An  act  relative  to  education,  constituting  chapter 
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16  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  140  of  the 
Laws  of  1910,  are  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  365  Report  by  supervisors  to  district  superintendents.  On 
the  first  Tuesday  of  February  in  each  year,  each  supervisor  shall 
make  a  return  in  writing  to  the  district  superintendent  of  schools 
of  the  supervisory  district  in  which  the  town  is  situated,  show- 
ing the  amounts  of  school  moneys  in  his  hands  not  paid  on  the 
orders  of  trustees  for  teachers'  salaries,  and  the  districts  to  which 
they  stand  accredited,  and  if  such  moneys  remain  in  his  hands, 
he  shall  report  that  fact ;  and  thereafter  he  shall  not  pay  out  any 
of  said  moneys  until  he  shall  have  received  the  certificate  of  the 
next  apportionment ;  and  the  moneys  so  returned  by  him  shall  be 
reapportioned  as  directed  in  article  18  of  this  chapter. 

§  498  Apportionment  of  school  moneys  by  district  superin- 
tendents. The  district  superintendent  of  schools  shall,  on  or 
before  the  fifteenth  day  of  February  in  each  year,  apportion  the 
supervision,  district  and  teachers'  quotas  to  the  several  districts 
entitled  thereto,  within  his  supervisory  district,  as  shown  by  the 
certificate  of  the  Commissioner  of  Education  to  the  said  district 
superintendent.  He  shall  procure  from  the  supervisors  of  the 
towns  in  his  district  a  transcript  showing  the  unexpended  moneys 
in  their  hands  applicable  to  the  payment  of  teachers'  salaries. 
The  amounts  in  each  supervisor's  hands  shall  be  charged  as  a 
partial  payment  of  the  sums  apportioned  to  the  town  teachers' 
salaries. 

He  shall  procure  from  the  county  treasurer  a  full  list  and 
statement  of  all  payments  to  him  of  moneys  for  or  on  account 
of  fines  and  penalties,  or  accruing  from  any  other  source,  for  the 
benefit  of  schools  and  of  the  towns  or  districts  for  whose  benefit 
the  same  were  received.  Such  of  said  moneys  as  belong  to  a 
particular  district,  he  shall  set  apart  and  credit  to  it ;  and  such 
as  belong  to  the  schools  of  a  town  he  shall  set  apart  and  credit 
to  the  schools  in  that  town,  and  shall  apportion  them  together 
with  such  as  belong  to  the  schools  of  the  county  as  hereinafter 
provided  for  the  payment  of  teachers'  salaries. 

He  shall  sign,  in  duplicate,  a  certificate,  showing  the  amounts 
apportioned  and  set  apart  to  each  school  district  and  part  of  a 
district,  and  the  towns  in  which  they  were  situated,  and  shall 
forthwith  deliver  one  of  said  duplicates  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
county  and  transmit  the  other  to  the  Commissioner  of  Education. 

He  shall  certify  to  the  supervisor  of  each  town,  in  his  super- 
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visory  district  the  amount  of  school  moneys  apportioned  to  each 
district  or  part  of  a  district  of  his  town  for  teachers'  wages. 
§  2  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

PAYMENT  OF  SCHOOL  TAXES  BY  TELEPHONE, 
TELEGRAPH,  ELECTRIC  LIGHT  AND  GAS  COM- 
PANIES 

Explanatory  note.  This  law  authorizes  telephone,  telegraph, 
electric  light  and  gas  companies  to  pay  their  school  taxes  to  the 
county  treasurer  to  be  by  him  returned  to  the  collectors  of  the 
several  districts,  in  the  same  manner  as  in  the  case  of  railroad 
companies. 

Laws  of  19 13,  chapter  216.  An  act  to  amend  the  Education 
Law,  in  relation  to  the  manner  of  payment  of  school  taxes  by 
telephone,  telegraph,  electric  li^ht  and  gas  companies. 

In  effect  April  4,  1913. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Nezu  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follozvs: 

Section  i  Sections  427,  428,  429,  430,  and  431  of  chapter  21 
of  the  Laws  of  1909,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  education,  con- 
stituting chapter  16  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  as  amended  by 
chapter  140  of  the  Laws  of  1910,  are  hereby  amended  to  read 
respectively  as  follows : 

§  427  Notice  to  railroad  companies  and  certain  other  corpo- 
rations o£  assessment  and  tax.  i  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
school  collector  in  each  school  district  in  this  State,  within  five 
days  after  the  receipt  by  such  collector  of  any  and  every  tax  or 
assessment  roll  of  his  district,  to  prepare  and  deliver  to  the 
county  treasurer  of  the  county  in  which  such  district,  or  the 
greater  part  thereof,  is  situated,  a  statement  showing  the  name 
of  each  railroad,  telegraph,  telephone,  electric  light  or  gas  com- 
pany, including  a  company  engaged  in  the  business  of  supply- 
ing natural  gas,  appearing  in  said  roll,  the  assessment  against 
each  of  said  companies  for  real  and  personal  property  respec- 
tively, and  the  tax  against  each  of  said  companies. 

2  It  shall  thereupon  be  the  duty  of  such  county  treasurer, 
immediately  after  the  receipt  by  him  of  such  statement  from 
such  school  collector,  to  notify  the  ticket  agent  or  manager  of 
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any  such  railroad,  telegraph,  telephone,  electric  light  or  gas  com- 
pany, including  a  company  engaged  in  the  business  of  supplying 
natural  gas  assessed  for  taxes  at  the  station  or  ofhce  nearest  to 
the  office  of  such  county  treasurer  or  to  notify  the  company  at  its 
principal  office  within  this  State  personally  or  by  mail,  of  the 
fact  that  such  statement  has  been  filed  with  him  by  such  collector, 
at  the  same  time  specifying  the  amount  of  tax  to  be  paid  by  such 
company. 

§  2  Section  428  of  such  chapter  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

§  428  Payment  of  tax  by  railroad  and  certain  other  corpora- 
tions to  county  treasurer.  Any  railroad  company  heretofore 
organized,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  organized,  under  the  laws 
of  this  State  and  any  telegraph,  telephone,  electric  light  or  gas 
company  including  a  company  engaged  in  the  business  of  supply- 
ing natural  gas  may  within  thirty  days  after  the  receipt  of  such 
statement  by  such  county  treasurer,  pay  the  amount  of  tax  so 
levied  or  assessed  against  it  in  such  a  district  and  in  such  state- 
ment mentioned  and  contained  with  i  per  centum  fees  thereon, 
to  such  county  treasurer,  who  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  receive  such  amount  and  to  give  proper  receipt  therefor. 

§  3  Section  429  of  such  chapter  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

§  429  Duty  of  collector  after  failure  of  railroad  and  certain 
other  corporations  to  pay  within  thirty  days.  In  case  any  rail- 
road company  and  any  telegraph,  telephone,  electric  light  or  gas 
company  including  a  company  engaged  in  the  business  of  supply- 
ing natural  gas  shall  fail  to  pay  such  tax  within  said  thirty  days, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  county  treasurer  to  notify  the  col- 
lector of  the  school  district  in  which  such  delinquent  railroad 
company  is  assessed,  of  its  failure  to  pay  said  tax,  and  upon 
receipt  of  such  notice  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  collector  to 
collect  such  unpaid  tax  in  the  manner  now  provided  by  law 
together  with  5  per  centum  fees  thereon ;  but  no  school  collector 
shall  collect  by  distress  and  sale  any  tax  levied  or  assessed  in  his 
district  upon  the  property  of  any  such  company  until  the  receipt 
by  him  of  such  notice  from  the  county  treasurer. 

§  4  Section  430  of  such  chapter  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

§  430  Payment  of  tax  by  county  treasurer  to  collector.  The 
several  amounts  of  tax  received  by  any  county  treasurer  in  this

AID     FOR     DEAF     STUDENTS     IN     COLLEGES     AND 
UNIVERSITIES 

Explanatory  note.  This  law  gives  to  deaf  students  in  colleges 
and  universities  the  same  financial  aid  as  has  been  given  to  blind 
students. 

Laws  of  1913,  chapter  175.  An  act  to  amend  the  Education 
Law,  relative  to  aid  for  blind  and  deaf  students  in  colleges  and 
universities. 

In  effect  April  3,   1913. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Nezv  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  i  Section  976  of  chapter  21  of  the  Laws  of  1909, 
entitled  "An  act  relating  to  education,  constituting  chapter  16 
of  the  consolidated  laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  140  of  the 
Laws  of  1910,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  976  Aid  for  blind  and  deaf  students,  i  Whenever  a  blind 
or  deaf  person,  who  is  a  citizen  of  this  State  and  a  pupil  in  actual 
attendance  at  a  college,  university,  technical  or  professional 
school  located  in  this  State  and  authorized  by  law  to  grant 
degrees,  other  than  an  institution  established  for  the  regular 
instruction  of  the  blind  or  deaf,  shall  be  designated  by  the 
trustees  thereof  as  a  fit  person  to  receive  the  aid  hereinafter  pro- 
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vided  for,  there  shall  be  paid  by  the  State  for  the  use  of  such 
pupil  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  per  annum  with  which  to 
employ  persons  to  read  to  such  blind  pupil  from  textbooks  and 
pamphlets  used  by  such  pupil  in  his  studies  at  such  college, 
university  or  school,  or  to  aid  a  deaf  student  in  receiving  instruc- 
tion in  such  studies. 

2  Such  moneys  shall  be  paid  annually,  after  the  beginning  of 
the  school  year  of  such  institution,  by  the  treasurer  of  the  State 
on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller,  to  the  treasurer  of  such  insti- 
tution, on  his  presenting  an  account  showing  the  actual  number 
of  blind  or  deaf  pupils  matriculated  and  attending  the  institution, 
which  account  shall  be  verified  by  the  president  of  the  institu- 
tion and  accompanied  by  his  certificate  that  the  trustees  have 
recommended  the  pupils  named  in  said  account  as  hereinbefore 
provided. 

3  The  trustees  of  any  of  the  said  institutions  shall  recommend 
no  blind  or  deaf  person,  who  is  not  regularly  matriculated,  and 
who  is  not  in  good  and  regular  standing,  and  who  is  not  work- 
ing for  a  degree  from  the  institution  in  which  he  is  matriculated ; 
and  no  blind  or  deaf  person  shall  be  recommended,  who  is  not 
doing  the  work  regularly  prescribed  by  the  institution  for  the 
degree  for  which  he  is  a  candidate.  The  moneys  so  paid  to  any 
such  institution  shall  be  disbursed  for  the  purposes  aforesaid 
by  and  under  the  direction  of  its  board  of  trustees. 

§  2  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

TEACHERS      ANNUITIES;      SERVICE      AS      SCHOOL 
COMMISSIONER 

Laws  of  19 1 3,  chapter  509.  An  act  to  amend  the  Education 
Law,  relative  to  persons  entitled  to  annuities  from  the  public 
school  teachers  retirement  fund. 

In  effect  May  14,   1913. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follozvs: 

Section  i  Chapter  21  of  the  Laws  of  1909,  entitled  "An  act 
relating  to  education,  constituting  chapter  16  of  the  consolidated 
laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  140  of  the  Laws  of  1910,  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  thereto,  at  the  end  of  article  43-b,  as  added 
by  chapter  449  of  the  Laws  of  191 1,  a  new  section,  to  be  section 
1109-C,  to  read  as  follows: 
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§   1109-C  Service  as  school  commissioner  to  be  counted.     In 

computing  the  term  of  service  of  a  teacher  for  the  purpose  of 
granting  an  annuity  to  such  teacher  under  the  provisions  of  this 
article,  the  time  during  which  any  such  teacher  shall  have  filled 
the  office  of  school  commissioner  as  defined  in  section  300  of  the 
Education  Law,  being  chapter  21  of  the  Laws  of  1909,  and  which 
office  was  abolished  by  chapter  607  of  the  Laws  of  1910,  prior  to 
the  time  this  amendment  takes  effect,  shall  be  included. 

§   2  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

DIVISIONS  OF  HISTORY  AND  PUBLIC  RECORDS 

Explanatory  note.  This  act  repeals  chapter  380  of  the  Laws 
of  191 1,  relative  to  the  State  Historian  and  the  Supervisor  of 
Public  Records  and  their  powers  and  duties.  The  former  act 
created  these  offices  as  divisions  in  the  Education  Department, 
and  prescribed  their  official  functions.  The  present  act  incorpo- 
rates the  former  law  as  a  part  of  the  Education  Law.  The 
divisions  are  continued.  The  duties  of  the  divisions  are  more  speci- 
fically prescribed  and  somewhat  extended  by  this  act.  The 
powers  of  both  are  increased  with  a  view  of  more  efficient  admin- 
istration and  enforcement  of  the  law  as  to  public  records.

§  1 190  Divisions  created.  The  Division  of  Public  Records 
and  the  Division  of  History  in  the  Education  Department,  and 
the  offices  of  Supervisor  of  Public  Records  and  State  Historian, 
as  created  and  continued  by  chapter  380  of  the  Laws  of  191 1,  are 
hereby  continued  as  so  constituted,  with  the  powers  and  duties 
herein  prescribed.  Such  divisions  and  officers  and  the  employees 
thereof  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  provisions  of  law  and  rules 
as  the  other  divisions  and  employees  of  the  Education 
Department. 

§  1 191  Functions  of  the  Division  of  History.  It  shall  be  the 
function  of  the  Division  of  History,  subject  to  the  regulations  of 
the  Regents,  to  collect,  collate,  compile,  edit  and  prepare  for  pub- 
lication all  official  records,  memoranda,  statistics  and  data 
relative  to  the  history  of  the  Colony  and  State  of  New  York. 

It  shall  also  be  the  function  of  the  Division  of  History  in  col- 
laboration with  the  Division  of  Public  Records,  when  authorized 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Education  so  to  do,  to  collate,  compile, 
edit  and  prepare  for  publication  as  above,  the  official  records, 
archives  or  papers  of  any  of  the  civil  subdivisions  of  the  State. 

And  it  shall  further  be  the  function  of  the  Division  of  History 
to  collate,  compile,  edit  and  prepare  for  publication  as  above 
such  archives,  records,  letters  and  manuscripts,  belonging  to  the 
State  or  any  of  its  officers  or  departments,  or  to  any  historical  or 
patriotic  society  or  association  chartered  by  the  Regents  or  by 
statute  law,  or  any  other  archives,  records,  papers  and  manu- 
scripts, as  in  the  judgment  of  the  State  Historian  but  by 
authority  of  the  Commissioner  of  Education,  it  shall  be  deemed 
for  the  best  interests  of  the  State  to  publish,  for  the  preservation 
of  the  State's  history. 

§  1 192  Powers  of  Regents  in  respect  to  public  records  and 
historical  documents,  et  cetera.  The  Education  Department, 
pursuant  to  the  Education  Law,  shall,  on  and  after  October  i, 
191 1,  have  general  and  exclusive  supervision,  care,  custody  and 
control  of  all  public  records,  books,  pamphlets,  documents,  manu- 
scripts, archives,  maps  and  papers  of  any  public  office,  body, 
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-board,  institution  or  society  now  extinct,  or  hereafter  becoming 
extinct,  the  supervision,  care,  custody  and  control  of  which  are 
not  already  or  shall  not  hereafter  be  otherwise  provided  for  by 
law. 

Such  Department  shall  take  such  action  as  may  be  necessary 
to  put  the  records  hereinabove  specified,  except  as  aforesaid,  in 
the  custody  and  condition  contemplated  by  the  various  laws 
relating  thereto  and  shall  provide  for  their  restoration  and 
preservation,  and  cause  copies  thereof  to  be  made  whenever  by 
reason  of  age,  use,  exposure  or  any  casualty,  such  copies  shall 
in  their  judgment  be  necessary.  Whenever  such  copy  is  made, 
and  after  it  has  been  compared  with  the  original,  it  shall  be 
certified  by  the  official  person,  board  or  officer  having  the  legal 
custody  and  control  of  said  original,  and  shall  thereafter  be  con- 
sidered and  accepted  as  evidence  and,  for  all  other  purposes,  the 
same  as  the  original  could  be ;  provided  that  the  original  shall 
be  thereafter  cared  for  and  preserved,  the  same  as  if  no  such 
copy  had  been  made,  for  such  examination  as  may  be  directed  by 
an  order  of  court  in  any  action  or  proceeding  in  which  the 
accuracy  of  the  copy  is  questioned. 

The  officers  of  any  county,  city,  town  or  village  or  other 
political  division  of  the  State  or  of  any  institution  or  society 
created  under  any  law  of  the  State  may  transfer  to  the  Regents 
records,  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts,  archives,  maps,  papers 
and  other  documents  which  are  not  in  general  use,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Regents  to  receive  the  same  and  to  provide 
for  their  custody  and  preservation. 

§  1 193  General  duties  of  Supervisor  of  Public  Records.  The 
Supervisor  of  Public  Records  shall  examine  into  the  condition  of 
the  records,  books,  pamphlets,  documents,  manuscripts,  archives, 
maps  and  papers  kept,  filed  or  recorded,  or  hereafter  to  be  kept, 
filed  or  recorded  in  the  several  public  offices  of  the  counties, 
cities,  towns,  villages  or  other  political  divisions  of  the  State,  and 
all  other  public  records,  books,  pamphlets,  documents,  manu- 
scripts, archives,  maps  and  papers  heretofore  or  hereafter 
required  by  law  to  be  kept  by  any  public  body,  board,  institu- 
tion or  society,  created  under  any  law  of  the  State  in  said 
counties,  cities,  towns,  villages  or  other  political  divisions  of  the 
State,  except  where  the  same  conflicts  with  the  present  duties 
and  ofitice  of  the  commissioner  of  records  in  the  county  of  Kings 
and  the  commissioner  of  records  in  the  county  of  New  York. 
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§  1 194  What  are  public  records.  In  construing  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter  and  other  statutes,  the  words  "  pubUc  records  " 
shall,  unless  a  contrary  intention  clearly  appears,  mean  any 
written  or  printed  book  or  paper,  or  map,  which  is  the  property 
of  the  State,  or  of  any  county,  city,  town  or  village  or  part 
thereof,  and  in  or  on  which  any  entry  has  been  made  or  is 
required  to  be  made  by  law,  or  which  any  officer  or  employee 
of  the  State  or  of  a  county,  city,  town  or  village  has  received  or 
is  required  to  receive  for  filing. 

All  public  records  inscribed  by  public  officials,  other  than  maps 
shall  be  entered  or  recorded  in  durable  ink  on  linen  paper  durably 
made  and  well  finished. 

§  1 195  Functions  of  the  Division  of  Public  Records.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Division  of  Public  Records  to  take  all  neces- 
sary measures  for  the  proper  inscription,  the  retrieval,  the  care 
and  the  preservation  of  all  public  records  in  the  various  political 
divisions  of  the  State,  except  as  described  in  section  1193. 

The  Division  of  Public  Records  shall  advise  with  and  recom- 
mend to  public  officers  hereinbefore  described,  as  to  the  methods 
of  inscribing,  as  to  the  materials  used  in,  and  as  to  the  safety  and 
preservation  of  all  public  records.  The  recommendations  of  the 
Division  of  Public  Records  may  be  enforced  by  an  order  issued 
by  a  justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  upon  application  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Education,  either  with  or  without  notice  to  the 
proper  public  officer,  as  such  justice  may  require. 

§  1 196  Safeguarding  of  public  records.  Every  person  who  has 
the  custody '  of  any  public  record  books  of  a  county,  city,  town 
or  village  shall,  at  its  expense,  cause  them  to  be  properly  and 
substantially  bound.  He  shall  have  any  such  books  which  may 
have  been  left  incomplete,  made  up  and  completed  from  the  files 
and  usual  memoranda,  so  far  as  practicable. 

Officers  or  boards  in  charge  of  the  affairs  of  counties,  cities, 
towns  and  villages  shall  provide  and  maintain  fireproof  rooms, 
vaults,  safes  or  other  fire-resisting  receptacles  made  of  noncom- 
bustible  materials,  of  ample  size  for  the  safe-keeping  of  the  pub- 
lic records  in  their  care,  and  shall  furnish  such  rooms  only  with 
fittings  of  noncombustible  material,  the  cost  to  be  a  charge 
against  such  county,  city,  town  or  village.  All  such  records  shall 
be  kept  in  the  buildings  in  which  they  are  ordinarily  used,  and 
so  arranged  that  they  can  be  conveniently  examined  and  referred 
to.  When  not  in  use,  they  shall  be  kept  in  the  vaults,  safes  or 
other  fire-resisting  receptacles  provided  for  them. 
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§  1 197  Destruction  of  public  records.  No  officer  of  the  State 
or  of  any  county,  city,  town  or  village  or  other  political  division 
of  the  State,  or  of  any  institution  or  society  created  under  any 
law  of  the  State,  shall  destroy,  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any 
public  record,  original  or  copied,  or  of  any  archives,  in  his  care  or 
custody  or  under  his  control,  and  which  are  no  longer  in  current 
use,  without  first  having  advised  the  Commissioner  of  Education 
of  their  nature  and  obtained  his  consent. 

§  1 198  Penalty.  A  public  officer  who  refuses  or  neglects  to 
perform  any  duty  required  of  him  by  this  chapter  or  to  comply 
with  a  recommendation  of  the  Commissioner  of  Education  under 
the  authority  of  this  act,  shall  for  each  month  of  such  neglect  or 
refusal,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty  dollars. 

§  -2  Chapter  380  of  the  Laws  of  191 1  is  hereby  repealed. 
Article  46  of  such  chapter  21  of  the  Laws  of  1909,  entitled  "An 
act  relating  to  education,  constituting  chapter  16  of  the  consoli- 
dated laws,"  is  hereby  renumbered  article  47,  and  sections  1190, 
1 191  and  1 192  thereof  are  renumbered  respectively  1200,  1201  and 
1202. 

§  3  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

FREE  AND  UNIFORM  TEXTBOOKS 

a     Investigation  by  Commissioner  of  Efficiency  and  Economy 

Laws  of  1913,  chapter  767.  An  act  directing  the  Commissioner 
of  Efficiency  and  Economy  to  investigate  and  gather  statistics 
and  make  report  to  the  Legislature  upon  the  subject  of  the  cost 
of  providing  free  textbooks  in  all  the  schools  within  the  State 
supported  by  the  State  and  its  several  subdivisions,  and  mak- 
ing appropriation  to  defray  the  expenses  thereof. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Nezv  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  i  The  Commissioner  of  Efficiency  and  Economy  is 
hereby  directed  to  conduct  an  investigation  and  to  gather  statis- 
tics regarding  the  cost  of  providing  free  textbooks  in  the  schools 
of  the  State,  supported  by  the  State  and  by  its  several  cities, 
towns,  villages  and  school  districts.  Said  investigation  shall  be 
made  during  the  year  1913,  and  said  Commissioner  of  Efficiency 
and  Economy  shall  make  report  of  said  investigation,  together 
with  the  testimony  taken,  statistics  collected  and  other  informa- 
tion obtained  by  him  to  the  Legislature,  upon  its  opening  in  the 
month  of  January,  1914. 
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.§  2  The  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000),  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of 
any  moneys  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  defray 
the  expenses  of  said  investigation,  including  the  employment  of 
such  services  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  conduct  thereof. 
The  Comptroller  shall  make  payment  out  of  the  fund  hereby  ap- 
propriated, upon  the  certificate  of  said  Commissioner  of 
Efficiency  and  Economy  and  after  audit  by  the  said  Comptroller. 

§  3  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

h  St  Lawrence  county  council  of  education  to  adopt  uniform 
textbooks. 

Laws  of  1913,  chapter  653.  An  act  to  provide  for  the  adoption 
of  -a  system  for  uniform  textbooks  in  the  schools  of  St  Law- 
rence county,  with  certain  exceptions. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Yojk,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  i  The  county  judge  of  the  county  of  St  Lawrence,  the 
district  superintendents  of  schools  of  such  county,  the  superin- 
tendent of  schools  of  the  city  of  Ogdensburg,  the  principal  of  the 
Potsdam  Normal  School  and  the  principals  of  the  high  schools  of 
Gouverneur,  Massena  and  Canton  and  their  successors,  are  here- 
by appointed  and  designated  the  "  council  of  education  "  of  the 
county  of  St  Lawrence. 

§  2  The  county  judge  of  such  county  shall  be,  ex-officio,  chair- 
man of  such  council  and  in  his  absence  or  inability  to  act  the 
council  shall  elect  a  temporary  chairman.  They  shall  elect  one 
of  their  number  secretary  and  he  shall  keep  an  accurate  record 
of  the  proceedings  of  such  council.  They  may,  by  resolution, 
adopt  such  rules  and  regulations  for  governing  their  actions  and 
deliberations,  not  inconsistent  with  law,  as  they  deem  necessary. 

§  3  Such  council  shall  select  a  convenient  place  for  meeting, 
but  unless  a  diiTerent  place  shall  by  resolution  be  designated  the 
meeting  shall  be  held  at  the  office  of  the  county  judge.  Meetings 
of  the  council  may  be  called  by  the  chairman  at  any  time  he  may 
deem  them  necessary  and  must  be  called  by  the  secretary  on  the 
request  in  writing  of  three  or  more  members  of  the  council  and 
may  be  adjourned  from  time  to  time.  A  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers shall  constitute  a  quorum  and  a  majority  of  those  present 
may  transact  any  business  that  may  come  before  the  council. 
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§  4  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  council  to  meet  at  least  twenty 
days  before  the  first  day  of  August,  191 3,  and,  by  resolution  duly 
passed,  to  designate  a  uniform  system  of  textbooks  to  be  used  by 
all  cities  and  school  districts  in  such  county.  A  copy  of  the  reso- 
lution as  adopted,  prescribing  the  textbooks  to  be  used,  shall  be 
mailed  to  or  served  upon  each  member  of  the  board  of  education 
of  every  union  free  school  district  and  the  trustee  of  every  school 
district  in  such  county  at  least  ten  days  before  the  commence- 
ment of  the  school  year,  and  no  textbooks  other  than  those  desig- 
nated in  such  resolution  shall  be  used  in  any  school  within  such 
county. 

§  5  The  textbooks  thus  designated  for  said  county  shall  not 
be  changed  within  a  period  of  five  years  from  the  time  of  such 
designation,  except  upon  a  three-fourths  vote  of  the  said  council 
of  education  at  a  duly  convened  meeting  thereof. 

§  6  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

An  act  making  an  appropriation  for 
completing  the  construction  of  new  buildings  for  the  Buffalo 
State  Normal  and  Training  School,  as  provided  by  chapter  520 
of  the  Laws  of  1910. 

Appropriates  $300,000  to  complete  the  construction  of  new  buildings  for 
the  Buffalo  State  Normal  School.

In  such 
case  the  Governor  is  to  appoint  a  board  of  governors  consisting  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Education  and  eight  other  persons.  The  sum  of  $100,000  is 
appropriated  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  the  act. 

Laws  of  1913,  chapter  339,    An  act  to  amend  chapter  851  of  the 
Laws  of  191 1,  in  relation' to  the  management  and  control  of  the 
State  College  of  Forestry  at  Syracuse  University. 
Amends  Laws  of  1911,  chapter  851,  section  3,  as  to  the  management  and 

control  of  the  college. 
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Laws  of  1913,  chapter  415.     An  act  to  establish  a  State  commis- 
■   sion  for  improving  the  condition  of  the  bhnd  of  the  State  of 
New  York,  and  making  an  appropriation  therefor. 

The  commission  here  established  consists  of  five  members  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Governor.  The  commission  may  estabhsh  schools  for  the  industrial 
training  of  blind  persons  and  conduct  workshops  where  they  may  be  em- 
ployed. The  commission  is  to  aid  blind  persons  to  secure  employment  and 
to  conduct  investigations  with  a  view  of  improving  their  condition.  The 
sum  of  $10,000  is  appropriated. 

An  act  in  relation  to  the  acquisition 
of  lands  for  a  public  park  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Capitol  and 
State  Education  Building,  and  making- an  appropriation  for 
preliminary  expenses.
